CONGRESS OP THE UNITED STATES : 

BEemr and held at the Capitol, in the city of Waehiugton, in the 
District of Columbia, on Tharaday, the fonrth day of July, in the 
year of our Iiord one thousand eight hundred and sixty -one; being 
the First Session of the Thibty-sbventh Congbess held under the 
Constitution of the CtoTernment of the United Statee, and in the 
eighty-sixth year of the Independence of said States. 

On which day, being the day fixed by proclamation of the President 
of the United States, of the I5th of April, 1861, for the meeting of 
Congress, which said proclamation is in the words following, to wit : 

By the President of the Untied StcUes. 

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas the laws of the United States have been for some time 
past and now are opposed, and the execution thereof obstructed in 
the States of South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Florida, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, and Texas, by combinations too powerful to be suppressed 
by the ordinary course of judicial proceedings, or by the powers 
Tested in the marshals by kw : 

Now, therefore, I, Abraham Lincoln, President of the United 
States, in virtue of the power in me vested by the Constitution and 
the laws, have thought fit to call forth, and hereby do call forth, the 
militia of the several States of the Union, to the aggregate number of 
seventy-five thousand, in order to suppress said combinations, and to 
cause the laws to be duly executed. 

The details for this object will he immediately communicated to the 
State authorities through the War Department. 

I appeal to all loyal citizens to favor, facilitate, and aid this effort 
to maintain the honor, the integrity, and the existence of our national 
Union, and the perpetuity of popular government, and to redress 
wrongs sdready long enough endured. 

I deem it proper to say that the first service assigned to the forces' 
hereby called forth will probably be to repoBsess the forte, places^ 
and property which have been seized &om the Union; and in every 
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event the atmoat care will be observed, consistently with the objects 
aforesaid, to avoid any devastation, any destruction of or interference 
with property, or any disturbance of peacefnl citizens in any part of 
the country. 

And I hereby command the persons composing the combinations 
aforesaid to disperse and retire peaceably to their respective abodes 
within twenty days from this date. 

Deeming that the present condition of public affairs presents an 
extraordinary occasion, I do hereby, in virtue of the power in me 
vested by the Constitation, convene both Houses of Congress. 

Senators and representatives are therefore summoned to assemble 
at their respective chambers, at twelve o'clock, noon, on Thursday, 
the 4th day of July next, then and there to consider and determine 
such measures as, in their wisdom, the public safety and interest may 
seem to demand. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand, and canaed the 
seal of the United States to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington, this fifteenth day of April, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty-one, 
[L. 5.] and of the independence of the United States the eighty- 
fifth.

Mr. Grow was coDdncted to the chair by Mr. Blair, of Missonri, 
and Mr. Richardson, of Illinois; and the oath to aupport the Consti- 
tution of the United States haying been administered to him by Mr. 
Washburne, one of the representative 8 from the State of IHinoia, he 
addressed the House ae follows, viz: 

Gentlemen of the House of Bepresentatives of the United States o^ 
America : Words of thanks for the honor conferred by the vote jast 
annonnced woald bnt feebly express the heart's gratitnde. While 
appreciating this distingnished mark of year confidence, I am not 
nnmindful of the trying daties incident to the position to which yon 
have assigned me. Surronnded at all times by grave responsibility, 
it is doubly so in this hour of national disaster, when evory consid' 
eration of gratitnde to the past and obligation to the fature tendrils 
around the present. 

Three score years ago fifty-six old merchants, farmers, lawyers, 
and mechanics, the representatives of a few feeble colonists, scat- 
tered along the Atlantic seaboard, met in convention to found a new 
empire, based on the inalienable rights of man. Seven years of bloody 
conSict ensued, and the 4th of July, lllS, is canonized in the hearts 
of the great and the good as the jabilee of oppressed nationalities, 
and in the calendar of heroic deeds it marks a new era in the history 
of the race. Three-quarters of a century have passed away, and 
those few feeble colonists, hemmed in by the ocean in front and the 
wilderness and the savage in the rear, have spanned a whole conti- 
nent with a great empire of free States, rearing throughout its vast 
wilderness temples of science and of civilization upon the ruins of 
savage life. Happiness seldom if ever equalled has surrounded the 
domestic fireside, and prosperity unsurpassed has crowned the na- 
tional energies. The liberties of the people have been secured at 
home and abroad, while the national ensign floated honored and 
respected in every commercial mart of the world. 

On the return of this glorious anniversary, after a period but little 
exceeding that of the allotted lifetime of man, the people's repre- 
sentatives are convened in the council chambers of the republic to 
deliberate npon the means for preserving the government nnder 
whose benign influence these grand results have been achieved. 

A rebellion — the most causeless in the history of the race — has 
developed a conspiracy of long standing to destroy the Constitution 
formed by the wisdom of our fathers, and the Union consecrated by 
their blood. This conspiracy, nurtured for long years in secret 
councils, first develops itself openly in acts of spoliation and plunder 
of public property, with the connivance or under the protection of 
treason enthroned in all the high places of the government, and at 
last in armed rebellion for the overthrow of the best government ever 
devised by man. Without an effort in the mode prescribed by the 
organic law for a redress of all grievances, the malcontents appeal 
only to the arbitrament of the sword, insult the nation's honor, 
trample upon its flag, and inaugurate a revolution which, if snccessful, 
would end in establishing petty, jarring confederacies, or despotism 
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and anarchy, upon the mine of the republic, and the deBtruction of 
its liberties. 

The 19th of April, canonized in the first straggle for American 
nationality, has been reconsecrated in martyr blood. Warren has 
hie counterpart in Ellsworth, and the heroic deeds and patriotic 
sacrifices of the Btmggle for the estabUshment of the reptiblic are 
being reproduced apon the battle field for its maintenance. Every 
race and tongue almost is represented in the grand legion of the 
Union, their standards proclaiming, in a language more impressive 
than words, that here indeed is the home of the emigrant and the 
asylum of the exile. No matter where was his birthplace, or in 
what clime his infancy was cradled, he devotes his life to the defence 
of his adopted land, the vindication of its honor, and the protection 
of its flag, with the same zeal with which he would guard his hearth- 
stone and his fireside. All parties, sects, and conditions of men, not 
corrupted by the institutions of human bondage, forgetting bygone 
rancors or prejudices, blend in one united phalanx for the integrity 
of the Dnion and the perpetuity of the republic. 

Long years of peace, in the pursuit of sordid gain, instead of 
blunting the patriotic devotion of loyal citizens, seem but to have 
intensified its development when the existence of the government is 
threatened or its honor assailed. 

The merchant, the banker, and the tradesman, with an alacrity 
unparalleled, profi'er their all at the altar of their country, while from 
the counter, the workshop, and the plough, brave hearts and stout 
arms, leaving their tasks unfinished, rush to the tented field. The 
air vibrates with martial strains, and the earth shakes with the tread 
of armed men. 

In view of this grandest demonstration for self-preservation in the 
history of nationalities, desponding patriotism may be aeenred that 
the foundations of oor national greatness still stand strong, and that 
the sentiment which to-day beats responsive in every loyal heart 
will for the future be realized. No flag ahen to the sources of the 
Mississippi river will ever float permanently over its mouths till its 
waters are crimsoned in human gore, and not one foot of American 
soil can ever be wrenched from the jurisdiction of the Constitution 
of the United States until it is baptized in fire and blood. 

[Gentlemen, as your presiding officer, it becomes my duty to ap- 
prise you that any demonstrations of approval or disapproval of any- 
thing done or said during your sessions is a violation of parliamentary 
decornm; and the Chair would also inform the persons in the galle- 
ries that applEHise by them is a breach of the privileges of the House. 
The Chair hopes, therefore, that any demonstrations of applause will 
not be repeated.] 

"laGodlsonrtrart, 
And the gtar-qtangled banner forever ahall wave 
O'er tbe land of the liue and the home of the brave." 

Those who regard it as mere cloth bunting fail to comprehend its 
symbolical power. Wherever civilization dwells, or the name of 
Washington is known, it bears in its fold the concentrated power of 
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armies and of navies, and BTuroniids itd TotarieB vith a defence more 
impregnable than battlement, wall, or tower. Wherever on the face 
of the earth an American citizen may wander, caUed by pleaanre, 
bnsinesB, or caprice, it is a shield secure against outrage and wrong — 
save on the soil of the land of his birth. 

Ae the guardians of the rights and liberties of the people, it be- 
comes your paramount duty to make it honored at home as it is 
respected abroad. A government that cannot command the loyalty 
of its own citizens is unworthy the respect of the world, and a gov- 
ernment that will not protect its loyal citizens deserves the contempt i 
of the world. I 

He who would tear down this grandest temple of constitutional ' 

liberty, thns blasting forever the hopes of crushed humanity, because 
its freemen, in the mode prescribed by the Constitution, select a 
Chief Magistrate not acceptable to him, is a parricide to his race, 
and should be regarded as a common enemy of mankind. 

This Union once destroyed is a shattered vase that no human 
power can reconstruct in its original symmetry. "Coarse stones, 
when they are broken, may be cemented again — precious ones, 
never." 

If the republic is to be dismembered, and the sun of its liberty 
mnst go out in endless night, let it set amid the roar of cannon 
and the din of battle, when there is no longer an arm to strike or a 
heart to bleed in its cause; so that coming generations may not 
reproach the present with being too imbecile to preserve the price- 
less legacy bequeathed by our fathers, so as to transmit it unim- 
paired to future times, 

Again, gentlemen, thanking you for your confiding kindness, and 
invoking for our guidance wisdom from that Divine Power that led 
our fathers through the red sea of the revolution, I enter upon the 
discharge of the duties to which you assign me, relying ilpon yonr ' 
forbearance and co-operation, and trusting that your labors will con- 
tribute not a little to the greatness and glory of the republic.

William S. King, having received a majority of all the votes given, 
was declared by the Speaker duly elected Postmaster of the House 
for the thirty -seventh Congress. 

And thereupon

Mr. Ely, from the committee no the part of the House to wait upon 
the President of the United States, reported that the committee had 
discharged the duty imposed upon them, and that the President had 
informed them that he would make a communication in writing to the 
two houses immediately. 

A message in writing was then received from the President of the 
United States, by John G. Nicolay, his private secretary; which, by 
unanimous consent, was read, and is as follows, viz: 

Fdhw-ciiizens of the Senate and 

House of S^Mreeentafives : 
Having been convened on an extraordinary occasion, as authorized 
by the Constitution, your attention is not called to any ordinary sub- 
ject of legislation. 
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At the beginning of the present presidential term, four months 
ago, the functions of the federal government were found to he 
generally suspended within the several States of Sooth Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and Florida, excepting 
only those of the Post OEBce Department. 

Within these States all the forts, arsenals, dock-yards, custom- 
houses, and the like, including the movable and stationary property 
in and about them, had been seized, and were held in open hostility 
to this government, excepting only Forts Pickens, Taylor, and Jef- 
ferson, on and near the Florida coast, and Fort Sumter, in Charles- 
ton harbor, South Carolina. The forts thus seized had been pat in 
improved condition; new ones had been built, and armed forces 
had been organized, and were organizing, all avowedly with the 
same hostile purpose. 

The forts remaining in the possession of the federal government in 
and near these States were either besieged or menaced by warlike 
preparations, and especially Port Sumter was nearly surrounded by 
well-protected hostile batteries, with guns equal in quality to the 
best of its owD, and outnumbering the latter as perhaps ten to one. 
A disproportionate share of the federal muskets and rifles had some- 
how found their way into these States, and had been seized to be 
used against the government. Accumulations of the public revenue, 
lying within them, bad been seized for the same object. The navy 
was scattered in distant seaa, leaving but a very small part of it within 
the immediate reach of the government. Officers of the federal army 
and navy had resigned in great numbers; and of those resigning, a 
large proportion had taken up arms against the government. Simul- 
taneously, and in connexion with all this, the purpose to sever the 
Federal Union was openly avowed. In accordance with this pur- 
pose, an ordinance had been adopted in each of these States, declaring 
the States, respectively, to be separated from the National Union. 
A formula for instituting a combined government of these States had 
been promulgated; and this illegal organization, in the character of 
confederate States, was already invoking recognition, aid, and inter- 
vention, from foreign Powers. 

Finding this condition of things, and believing it to be an impera- 
tive duty upon the incoming Executive to prevent, if possible, the 
consummation of such attempt to destroy the Federal Union, a choice 
of means to that end became indispensable. This choice was made, 
and was declared in the inaugural address. The policy chosen looked 
to the exhaustion of all peaceful measures, before a resort to any 
stronger ones. It sought only to hold the public places and property 
not already wrested from the government, and to collect the revenue; 
relying for the rest, on time, discussion, and the ballot-box. It 
promised a continuance of the mails, at government expense, to the 
very people who were resisting the government; and it gave repeated 
pledges against any disturbance to any of the people, or any of their 
rights. Of all that which a President might constitutionally, and 
justifiably, do in such a case, everything was forborne, without which, 
it was believed possible to keep the government on foot. 
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On the 5th of March, (the present incumhent's first full day in 
office,) a letter of Major Anderson, commanding at Fort Sumter, 
written on the 28th of February, and received at the War Depart- 
ment on the 4th of March, waa, by that department, placed in his 
hands. This letter expressed the professional opinion of the writer, 
that re-enforcemonta could not be thrown into that fort within the time 
for his relief, rendered necessary by the limited supply of provisions, 
and with a view of holding posseasioD of the same, with a force of 
less than twenty thousand good and well-disciplined men. This 
opinion was concurred in by all the officers of his command, and 
their memwoMda on the subject, were made enclosures of Major 
Anderson's letter. The whole was immediately laid before Lien- 
tenant General Scott, who at once concurred with Major Anderson 
in opinion. On reflection, however, he took full time, consulting 
with other officers, both of the army and the navy, and, at the end 
of four days, came reluctantly, but decidedly, to the same conclusion 
as before. He also stated at the same time that no such sufficient 
force was then at the control of the government, or could be raised 
and brought to the ground within the time when the provisions in 
the fort would be exhausted. In a purely military point of view, 
this reduced the duty of the administration in the case, to the mere 
matter of getting the garrison safely out of the fort. 

It was believed, however, that to so abandon that position, 
under the circumstances, would be utterly ruinous ; that the necessity 
under which it was to be done would not be fully understood ; that 
by naany, it would be construed as a part of a voluntary policy; that 
at homo, it would discourage the friends of the Union, embolden its 
adversaries, and go far to insure to the latter, a recognition abroad ; 
that, in fact, it would be our national destruction consummated. 
This could not be allowed. Starvation was not yet upon the 
garrison ; and ere it would be reached, S'ort Pickens might be 
re-enforced. This last would be a clear indication of pdicy, and 
would better enable the country to accept the evacuation of Fort 
Sumter, as a military neoeasHy. An order was at once directed 
to be sent for the landing of the troops from the steamship 
Brooklyn, into Fort Pickens, This order could not go by land, but 
must take the longer and slower route by sea. The first return news 
from the order was received just one week before the fall of Fort 
Sumter. The news itself was, that the officer commanding the 
Sabine, to which vessel the troops had been transferred from the 
Brooklyn, acting upon some quasi armistice of the late administra- 
tion, (and of the existence of which the present administration, up 
to the time the order was despatched, had only too vague and uncer- 
tain rumors to fix attention,) had refused to land the troops. To 
now re-enforce Fort Pickens, before a crisis would be reached at Fort 
Sumter, waa impossible— rendered so by the near exhaustion of 
provisions in the latter-named fort. In precaution against such a 
conjuncture, the government had, a few days before, commenced 
preparing an expedition, as well adapted as might be, to relieve Fort 
Sumter, which expedition was intended to be ultimately used, or 
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Dot, according to circumBtanceB. The Btrongest anticipated case for 
uping it was now presented; and it was resolved to send it forward. 

Ab had been intended, in this contingency, it was also resolved to 
notify the governor of South Carolina, that he might expect an 
attempt would be made to provision the fort ; and that, if the attempt 
should not he reaiated, there would be no effort to throw in men, 
arms, or ammunition, withmt further notice, or in case of an attack 
upon the fort. This notice was accordingly given ; whereupon the 
fort was attacked, and bombarded to its fail, without even awaiting 
the arrival of the provisioning expedition. 

It is thus seen that the assault upon, and reduction of, Fort Sumter, 
was, in no sense, a matter of self-defence on the part of the assailants. 
They well knew that the garrison in the fort could, by no possibility, 
commit aggression upon them. They knew — they were expressly 
notiGed — that the giving of bread to the few brave and hungry men 
of the garrison, was all which would on that occasion be attempted, 
unless themselves, by resisting so much, should provoke more. They 
knew that this government desired to keep the garrison in the fort, 
not to assail them, but merely to maintain visible possession, and thus 
to preserve the Union from actual and immediate dissolution — trust- 
ing, as hereinbefore stated, to time, discussion, and the ballot-box, for 
final adjustment; and they assailed, and reduced the fort, for precisely 
the reverse object — to drive out the visible authority of the Federal 
Union, and thus force it to immediate dissolution. That this waa 
their object, the Executive well understood; and having said to them, 
in the inaugural address, " You can have no conflict without being 
yourselves the aggressors," he took pains, not only to keep this 
declaration good, but also to keep the case so free from the power of 
ingenious sophistry, as that the world should not be able to misunder- 
stand it. By the affair at Fort Sumter, with its surrounding circum- 
stances, that point was reached. Then, und thereby, the assailants 
of the government, began the conflict of arms, without a gun in sight, 
or in expectancy to return their fire, save only the few in the Ibrt, 
sent to that harbor, years before, for their own protection, and still 
ready to give that protection in whatever was lawful. In this act, 
discarding all else, they have forced upon the country, the distinct 
issue: "Immediate dissolution or blood." 

And this issue embraces more than the fate of these United States. 
It presents to the whole family of man the question, whether a 
constitutional republic, or democracy — a government of the people, by 
the same people — can, orcannot, maintain its territorial integrity against 
its own domestic foes. It presents the question, whether discontented 
individuals, too few in numbers to control administration, according to 
organic law, in any case, can always, upon the pretences made in this 
case, or on any other pretences, or arbitrarily, without any pretence, 
break up their government, and thus practically put an end to free 
government upon the earth. It forces ua to ask: "la there, in 
all republics, this inherent and fatal weakness ?" " Must a govern- 
ment, of necessity, be too strong for the liberties of its own people, 
or too loeak to maintain its own existence ?" 
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So viewing the iesne, no choice was left but to call out the war 
power of the government; and so to resist force, employed for its 
destruction, by force, for its preservation. 

The call was made, and the response of the country was most 
gratifying, eurpassii^ in unanimity, and spirit, the most sanguine 
expectation. Yet, none of the Statea commonly called slave States, 
except Delaware, gave a regiment through regular State organization. 
A few regiments have been organized within some others of those States 
by individual enterprise, and received into the government service. 
Of course, the seceded States, so called, (and to which Texas had 
been joined about the time of the inauguration,) gave no troops 
to the cause of the Union. The border States, no called, were not 
uniform in their action; some of them being almost for the Union, 
■while in others — as Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee, and Arkan- 
sas — the Union sentiment was nearly repressed, and silenced. The 
course taken in Virginia was the most remarkable — perhaps the most 
important. A convention, elected by tbe people of that State to consider 
this very question of disrupting the Federal Union, was in session at 
tbe capital of Virginia when Fort Sumter fell. To this body the 
people had chosen a large majority of professed Union men. Almost 
immediately after the fall of Sumter, many members of that majority 
went over to the original disunion minority, and, with them, adopted 
an ordinance for withdrawing the State from the Union. Whether 
this change was wrought by their great approval of the assault upon 
Sumter, or their great resentment at the government's resistance to 
that assault, is not definitely known. Although they submitted the 
ordinance, for ratification, to a vote of the people, to be taken on a 
day then somewhat more than a month distant, the convention, and 
the legislature, (which was also in session at the same time and place,) 
with leading men of the State, not members of either, immediately 
commenced acting as if the St-ate were already out of the Union. They 
pushed military preparations vigorously forward all over the State. 
They seized the United States armory at Harper' s Ferry, and tbe navy 
yard at Gosport, near Norfolk. They received — perhaps invited — 
into their State large bodies of troops, with their warlike appoint- 
ments, from the so-called seceded States, They formally entered into 
a treaty of temporary alliance, and co-operation with the so-called 
" Confederate States," and sent members to their Congress at Mont- 
gomery. And, finally, they permitted the insurrectionary government 
to be transferred to their capital at Richmond. 

The people of Virginia have thus allowed this giant insurrection to 
make its nest within her borders ; aud this government has no choice 
left but to deal with it where it finds it. And it has the less regret, 
as the loyal citizens have, in due form, claimed its protection. Those 
loyal citizens this government is bound to recognize, and protect, as 
being Virginia. 

In the border States, so called — in fact, the middle States — there 
are those who favor a policy which they call "armed neutrality:" 
that is, an arming of those States to prevent the Union forces passing 
one way, or the disunion the other, over their soU. This would be 
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disDDioii completed. Figuratively speaking, it would be the bnild- 
iDg of an impaseable wall along the line of separation— aod yet, 
not quite an impassable one; for, under the guise of neutrality, it 
would tie the hands of the Union men, and freely pass supplies from 
among thera to the insurrectionists, which it could not do as an open 
enemy. At a stroke, it would take nil the trouble off the hands of 
secession, except only what proceeds from the external blockade. 
It would do for the disunionists that which, of ail things, they most 
desire — feed them well, and give them disunion without a struggle 
of their own. It recognizes no fidelity to the Constitution, no obli- 
gation to maintain the Union; and while very many who have favored 
it are, doubtless, loyal citizens, it is, nevertheless, very injurious in 
effect. 

Recurring to the action of the government, it may be stated 
that, at first, a call was made for seventy-five thousand militia ; 
and rapidly following this, a proclamation was issued for closing 
the ports of the insurrectionary districts by proceedings in the 
nature of blockade. So far all was believed to be strictly legal. 
At this point the insurrectionists announced their purpose to 
enter upon the practice of privateering. 

Other calls were made for volunteers to serve three years, unless 
sooner discharged, and also for large additions to the regular army 
and navy. These measures, whether strictly legal or not, were 
ventured upon, under what appeared to he a popular demand, and a 
public necessity; trusting then, as now, that Congress would readily 
ratify them. It is believed that nothing has been done beyond the 
constitutional competency of Congress. 

Soon after the first call for militia, it was considered a duty to 
authorize the commanding general, in proper cases, according to his 
discretion, to suspend the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus, or, 
in other words, to arrest and detain, without resort to the ordinary 
processes and forms of law, such individuals as he might deem danger- 
ous to the public safety. This authority has purposely been exer- 
cised but very sparingly. Nevertheless, the legality and propriety 
of what has been done under it are questioned, and the attention of 
the country has been called to the proposition that one who is sworn 
to "take care that the laws be faithfully executed," should not him- 
self violate them. Of course some consideration was given to the 
questions of power, and propriety, before this matter was acted upon. 
The whole of the laws which were required to be faithfully executed, 
were being resisted, and failing of execution in nearly one-third of the 
States. Must they be allowed to finally fail of execution, even had it 
been perfectly clear, that by the use of the means necessary to their 
execution, some single law, made in such extreme tenderness of the 
citizen's liberty, that practically, it relieves more of the guilty than of 
the innocent, should, to 'a very limited extent, be violated? To state 
the question more directly, are all the laws but one to go unexecuted, 
and the government itself go to pieces, lest that one be violated ? 
Even in such a case, would not the official oath be broken, if the 
government should be overthrown, when it was believed that disre- 
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garding the single law, would tend to preserve it ? Bnt it was not 
believed that this question was presented. It was not believed that 
any law was violated. The provision of the Constitution that "the 
privilege of the writ of habeas corpns shall not be suspended unless 
when, in cases of rebellion or invasion, the public safety may require 
it," is equivalent to a provision — is a provision — that such privilege 
may be suspended when, in cases of rebellion or invasion, the public 
safety does require it. It was decided that we have a case of rebellion, 
and that the public safety does require the qualified suspension of 
the privilege of the writ which was authorized to be made. Now 
it is insisted that Congress, and not the Executive, ia vested with 
this power. But the Constitution itself is silent as to which, or who, is 
to exercise the power ; and as the provision was plainly made for a 
dangerous emergency, it cannot be believed the framers of the in- 
strument intended that, in every case, the danger should run its course, 
until Congress could be called together; the very assembling of which 
might be prevented, as was intended in this case, by the rebellion. 

No more extended argument is now offered, as an opinion, at some 
length, will probably be presented by the Attorney GeneraL Whether 
there shall be any legislation upon the subject, and if any, what, is 
submitted entirely to the better judgment of Congress. 

The forbearance of this government had been so extraordinary, 
and so long continued, as to lead some foreign nations to shape their 
action as if they supposed the early destruction of our National 
Union was probable. While this, on discovery, gave the Executive 
some concern, he is now happy to say that the sovereignty and 
rights of the United States are now everywhere practically respected 
by foreign powers ; and a general sympathy with the country is 
manifested throughout the world. 

The reports of the Secretaries of the Treasury, War, and the 
Navy, will give the information in detail deemed necessary, and 
convenient for your deliberation, and action ; while the Executive, 
and all the departments, will stand ready to supply omissions, or to 
communicate new facts, considered important for you to know. 

It is now recommended that you give the legal means for making this 
contest a short and a decisive one ; that you place at the control of 
the government, for the work, at least four hundred thousand men, and 
four hundred millions of dollars. That number of men is about one- 
tenth of those of proper ages within the regions where, apparently, all 
are willing to engage ; and the sum is less than a twenty-third part of the 
money value owned by the men who seem ready to devote the whole, 
A debt of six hundred millions of dollars now, is a less sum per head, 
than was the debt of our revolution when we came out of that strug- 
gle ; and the money value in the country now, bears even a greater 
proportion to what it was then, than does the population. Surely 
each man has as strong a motive now, to preserve our liberties, as 
each had then, to eatahlish them. 

A right result, at this time, vrill be worth more to the world 
than ten times the men, and ten times the money. The evidence 
reaching us from the country, leaves no doubt, that the material 
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for the work is abundant ; and that it needs only the hand of legisla- 
tion to give it legal sanction, and the hand of the Execntive to give it 
practical shape and efficiency. One of the greatest perplexities of 
the government ia to avoid receiving troops faster than it can provide 
for them. In a word, the people will save their government, if the 
government itself, will do its part, only indifferently well. 

It might seem, at first thonght, to be of little difference whether the 
present movement at the South be called "secession" or "rebellion." 
The movers, however, well nnderstand the difference. At the begin- 
ning, they knew they could never raise their treason to any respect- 
able magnitude by any name which implies violation of law. They 
knew their people possessed ae much of moral sense, as much of devo- 
tion to law and order, and as much pride in, and reverence for, the 
history and government of their common country, as any other civil- 
ized and patriotic people. They knew they could make no advance- 
ment directly in the teeth of these strong and noble eentimente. 
Accordingly they commenced by an insidious debauching of the 
public mind. They invented an ingenious sophism, which, if con- 
ceded, was followed by perfectly logical steps, through all the 
incidents, to the complete destruction of the Union. The sophism 
itself is, that any State of the Union may, consistently with the 
national Constitution, and therefore Uiw/vUy, and ■peae^'vRy, with- 
draw from the Union, without the consent of the Union, or of any 
other State, The little disguise that the supposed right is to be 
exercised only for just cause, themselves to be the sole judge of its 
justice, is too thin to merit any notice. 

With rebellion thus eugar-coated, they have been drugging the 
public mind of their section for more than thirty years ; and until 
at length they have brought many good men to a willingness to take 
up arms against the government the day after some assemblage of 
men have enacted the farcical pretence of taking their State out of 
the Union, who could have been brought to no such thing the day 
h^ore. 

This sophism derives much, perhaps the whole, of its currency from 
the assumption that there is some omnipotent and sacred supremacy 
pertaining to a Statt — to each State of our Federal Union, Our 
States have neither more, nor less power, than that reserved to them, 
in the Union, by the Constitution — no one of them ever having been 
a State out of the Union. The original ones passed into the Union 
even h^ore they cast off their British colonial dependence ; and the 
new ones each came into the Union directly from a condition of 
dependence, excepting Texas. And even Texas, in its tempo- 
rary independence, was never designated a State. The new 
ones only took the designation of States, on coming into the 
Union, while that name was first adopted for the old ones, 
in and by the Declaration of Independence. Therein the 
"United Colonies" were declared to be "free and independent 
States ;" but, even then, the object plainly was not to declare 
their independence of one amAher, or of the Union, bat directly the 
contrary, as their mutual pledge, and their matoal action, before, 
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at the time, and afterwards, abuodantly show. The expreae plight- 
ing of faith, by each and all of the original thirteen, in the Articles of 
Confederation, two years later, that the Union shall be perpetual, is 
most conclusive. Having never been States, either in subetance or 
in name, outside of the Union, whence this magical omnipotence of 
"State rights," asserting a claim of power to lawfully destroy the 
Union itt^elf? Much is said about the "sovereignty" of the States; 
but the word, even, is not in the national Constitution; nor, as is 
believed, in any of the State constitutions. What is a "sovereignty," 
in the political sense of the term ? Would it be far wrong to define 
it, "A political community, without a political superior?" Tested 
by this, no one of our States, except Texas, ever was a sovereignty. 
And even Texas gave up the character on coming into the Union; by 
which act, she acknowledged the Constitution of the United States, 
and the laws and treaties of the United States made in pursuance of 
the Constitution, to bo, for her, the supreme law of the land. The 
States have their atattis IN the Union, and they have no other legal 
alatvs. If they break from this, they can only do so against law, and 
by revolution. The Union, and not themselves separately, procured 
their independence and their liberty. By conquest, or purchase, the 
Union gave each of them, whatever of independence and liberty it 
has. The Union is older than any of the States, and, in fact, it 
created them as States. Originally some dependent colonies made the 
Union, and, in turn, the Union threw off their old dependence for 
them, and made them States, such as they are. Not one of 
them ever had a State constitution independent of the Union. 
Of course, it is not forgotten that all the new States framed their 
constitutions before they entered the Union; nevertheless, dependent 
upon, and preparatory to, coming into the Union. 

Unquestionably the States have the powers and rights reserved to 
them in and by the national Constitution ; but among these, surely, 
are not included all conceivable powers, however mischievous or 
destructive ; but, at most, such only as were known in the world, at 
the time, as governmental powers ; and certainly a power to destroy 
the government itself had never been known as a governmental — as 
a merely administrative power. This relative matter of national 
power and State rights, as a principle, is no other than the principle 
of gejierality and locality. Whatever concerns the whole, should be 
confided to the whole — to the general government ; while whatever 
concerns oidy the State, should be left exclusively to the State. This 
is all there is of original principle about it. Whether the national 
Constitution, in defining boundaries between the two, has applied 
the principle with exact accuracy, is not to be questioned. We are 
all bound by that defining, without question. 

What is now combatted, is the position that secession is consistent 
with the Constitution — is lawfvl, and peac^ul. It is not contended that 
there is any express law for it ; and nothing should ever be implied as 
law, which leads to unjust or absurd consequences. The nation pur- 
chased, with money, the countries out of which several of these States 
were formed. Is it just that they shall go off without leave, and 
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without refunding ? The nation paid very large earns, (in the aggre- 
gate, I believe nearly a hundred millions,) to relieve Florida of the 
aboriginal triben. Is it just that she shall now be off without 
consent, or without making any return? The nation is now in 
debt for money applied to the benefit of these so-called seceding 
States, in common with the rest. Is it just, either that creditors 
shall go unpaid, or the remaining States pay the whole ? A. part of 
the present national debt was contracted to pay the old debts of 
Texas. Is it just that she shall leave, and pay no part of this herself? 

Again, if one State may secede, bo may another ; and when all 
shall have seceded, none is left to pay the debts. Is this quite juat 
to creditors? Did we notify them of this sage view of onrs when we 
borrowed their money ? If we now recognize this doctrine by allowing 
the seceders to go in peace, it is difficult to see what we can do if 
others choose to go, or to extort terms upon which they will promise 
to remain. 

The seceders insist that our Constitution admits of secession. 
They have assumed to make a national constitntion of their own, ia 
which, of necessity, they have either discarded or retained the right 
of secession, as, they insist, it exists in ours. If they have discarded 
it, they thereby admit that, on principle, it ought not to be in 
ours. If they have retained it, by their own construction of ours 
they show that to be consistent they must secede from one another, 
whenever they shall find it the easiest way of settling their debts, or 
effecting any other selfish or unjust object. The principle itself ia 
one of disintegration, and upon which no government can possibly 
endure. 

If all the States, save one, should assert the power to drive that one 
out of the Union, it is presumed the whole class of seceder politicians 
would at once deny the power, and denounce the act as the greatest 
outrage upon State rights. But suppose that precisely the same act, 
instead of being called "driving the one out," should be called "the 
seceding of the others from that one," it would be exactly what the 
seceders claim to do; unless, indeed, they make the point, that the one, 
because it is a minority, may rightfully do what the others, because 
they are a majority, may not rightfully do. These politicians are 
subtle and nrofound on the rights of minorities. They are not 
partial to that power which made the Constitution, and speaks from 
the preamble, calling itself "We, the People." 

It may well be questioned whether there is, to-day, a majority of 
the legally qualified voters of any State, except perhaps South Carolina, 
in favor of disunion. There is much reason to believe that the Union 
men are the majority in many, if not in every other one, of the so-called 
seceded States. The contrary has not been demonstrated in any one 
of them. It is ventured to affirm this, even of Virginia and Tennes- 
see ; for the result of an election, held in military camps, where the bay- 
onets are all on one side of the question voted upon, can scarcely be 
considered as demonstrating popular sentiment. At such an elec- 
tion all that large class who are, at once, for the Union, and against 
coercion, would be coerced to vote against the Union. 
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It may be afBrmed, without extravagance, that the free institntiona 
we enjoy have developed the powers, and improved the conditiou, of 
our whole people, beyond anj oxample in the world. Of thia we now 
have a striking, and ao impressive illustration. So large an army as 
the government has now on foot, was never before known, without a 
soldier in it, but who had taken hie place there, of his own free choice. 
But more than this : tiiere are many single regiments whose mem- 
bers, one and another, possess full practical ^owledge of all the 
arts, sciences, professions, and whatever else, whether useful or 
elegant, is known in the world ; and there is scarcely one , from 
which there could not be selected a President, a Cabinet, a Con- 
gress, and perhaps a Court, abundantly competent to administer 
the government itaelfl Nor do I say this is not true, also in 
the army of our late friends, now adversaries, in this contest ; 
bat if it is, so much better the reason why the goverameut, 
which has conferred such benefits on both them and us, should not 
be broken up. Whoever, in any section, proposes to abandon such 
a government, would do well to consider, in deference to what prin- 
ciple it is that he does it — what better he is likely to get in its stead 
— whether the substitute will give, or he intended to give, ao much 
of good to the people. There are some foreshadowings on this sub- 
ject. Our adversaries have adopted some declarations of independ- 
ence, in which, unlike the good old one, penned by Jefferson, they 
omit the words "'all men are created equal." Why? They have 
adopted a temporary national constitution, in the preamble of which, 
unlike our good old one, signed by Washington, they omit "We, the 
people," and substitute "We, the deputies of the sovereign and 
independent States." Why? Why this deliberate pressing out 
of view the rights of men, and the authority of the people ? 

This is esaentially a People's contest. On the side of the Union, 
it is a struggle for maintaining in the world that form and substance 
of government, whose leading object is, to elevate the condition of 
men-^to lift artificial weights from all shoulders ; to clear the paths 
of laudable pursuit for all ; to afford all an unfettered start, and a 
fair chance in the race of life. Yielding to partial and temporary 
departures, from necessity, this is the leading object of the govern- 
ment for whose existence we contend. 

I am most happy to believe that the plain people understand and 
appreciate this. It is worthy of note, that while in this, the govern- 
ment' B hour of trial, large numbers of those in the army and navy who 
have been favored with the offices, have resigned, and proved false to 
the hand which had pampered them, not one common soldier, or 
common sailor, is known to have deserted his fiag. 

Great honor is due to those officers who remained true, despite 
the example of their treacherous associates ; but the greatest honor, 
and moat important fact of all, is the unanimous firmness of the com- 
mon soldiers and common sailors. To the last man, so far as known, 
they have successfully resisted the traitorous efforts of those whose 
commands, but an hour before, they obeyed as absolute law. This is 
the patriotic instinct of plain people. They understand, without an 
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argument, that the destroying the govenimetit which was made by 
WaahiDgton meane no good to them. 

Oor popular government has often been called an experiment. Two 
points in it onr people have already settled — the enccessfal eataMishing 
and the Bnccessful adminisfering of it. One Rtili remains — its saccesBfi:^ 
maintenance against a formidable internal attempt to overthrow it. It 
is now for them to demonetrate to the world, that those who can 
fairly carry an election, can also snppreea a rebellion; that ballots 
are the rightful and peacefnl successors of bnllets; and that when 
ballots have fairly and conetitntionally decided, there can be no sac- 
cessful appeal back to bulleta; that there can ba no sncceBsfnl appeal 
except to ballots themselves, at sncceeding elections. Such will be 
a great lesson of peace; teaching men that what they cannot take by 
an election, neither can they take it by a war; teaching all the folly 
of being the beginners of a war. 

Lest there be some uneasiness in the minds of candid men, as to 
what is to be the course of the government, towards the soathern 
States, artei* the rebellion shall have been suppressed, the Executive 
deems it proper to say, it will be hie purpose then, as ever, to be 
guided by the ConstiCntion and the laws; and that he probably will 
have no different understanding of the powers and duties of the fed- 
eral government relatively to the rights of the States and the people, 
under the Constitution, than that expressed in the inaugural address: 

He desires to preserve the government, that it may be adminis- 
tered for all, as it was administered by the men who made it. Loyal 
citizens everywhere have the right to claim this of their government; 
and the government has no right to withhold, or neglect it. It is 
not perceived that, in giving it, there is any coercion, any conquest, 
or any subjugation, in any juat sense of those terms, 

The Constitution provides, and all the States have accepted the 
provision, that "The United States shall guarantee to every State in 
this Union a republican form of government." But, if a State may 
lawfully go ont of the Union, having done so, it may also discard the 
republican form of government; so that to prevent its going ont is 
an indispensable means, to the end, of maintaining the guaranty men- 
tioned; and when an end is lawful and obligatory, the indispensable 
means to it are also lawful and obligatory. 

It was with the deepest regret that the Executive found the duty 
of employing the war-power, in defence of the government, forced 
vpon him. He could but perform this duty, or surrender the exist- 
ence of the government. No compromise, by public servants, could, 
in this case, be a cure ; not that compromises are not often proper, 
bat that no popular government can long survive a marked precedent, 
that those who carry an election, can only save the government from 
immediate destruction, by giving up the main point, upon which, the 
people gave the election. The people themselves, and not their ser- 
vants, can safely reverse their own deliberate decisions. 

As a private citizen, the Executive could not have consented that 
these institutions shall perish ; much less could he, in betrayal of so 
vast, and so sacred a trust, as these free people had confided to him. He 
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felt that he had no moral right to abrinlc. nor even to count th« chances 
ofhisown life, in what might follow. In full view of his great respon- 
sibility, he has, so far, done what he has deemed bis duty. You will 
now, according to your own judgment, perform yours. He sincerely 
hopes that your views, and your action, may so accord with his, as to 
assure all faithful citizens, who have been disturbed in tbeir rights, 
of a certain, and speedy restoration to tbem, under the Constitution 
and the laws. 

And having thus chosen our course, without guile, and with pure 
purpose, let us renew our trust in God, and go forward without fear, 
and with manly hearts.

which were eoverally read a first and second time, and referred as 
follows, viz : 

H. R. 41 and 43, to the Committee on Public Lands; 

H. R. 42, to the Committee of Claime; and 

H. R. 44, to the Oommittea on Invalid Pensions. 

Mr. Vallaudigham submitted the following resolutions, viz : 

Resolved, That the Constitution of the United States confers upon 
Congress alone the power to "raise and support armies," and to 
"provide and maintain a navy;" and therefore the President, in the 
proclamation of May 3, 1861, and the orders and action, by hie 
authority, of the War and Navy Departments, increasing the army 
and navy, and calling for and accepting the services of volunteers for 
three years without warrant of law, usurped powers belonging solely 
to Congress, and so violated the Constitution. 

Besolved, That the right to declare a blockade as against an inde- 
pendent power is a belligerent right, depending upon the existence 
of a state of war; and that as Congress, and Congress alone, have the 
power to declare or recognize the existence of war, the President has 
no right to order a blockade until after Congress shall have declared 
or recognized war with the power whose porta are to he blockaded; 
and further, that Congress alone can abolish or shut up the ports of 
entry of any State within the Union; and that, therefore, the President, 
in blockading and shutting up the porta of entry in certain of the 
States of the Union, without the authority of Congress, violated the 
Constitution. 

liesolved, That Congress alone have the constitutional power to 
^ suspend the writ of habeas corpus; and that until the writ has been 
suspended by act of Congress it is the duty of the President, and all 
other officers, civil and military, to obey it ; and that therefore the 
President, in suspending said writ himself, or attempting to author- 
ize certain military officers to suspend it, or to disobey it, or in sus- 
taining them in disobedience to it, violated the Constitution. 

Resolved, That by the Constitution "no money shall bo drawn 
from the treasury but in consequence of appropriation made by law;" 
and that in ordinary the drawing from the treasury of money unap- 
propriated, or appropriated for one purpose, and applying the aame 
to purposes for which no appropriations had been made by law, the 
President violated the Constitution. 

Resolved, That the search of certain telegraph offices in the month 
of May last by officers and agents of the Kxecutive, without search 
warrant upon probable cause, supported by oath or affirmation, and 
particularly describing the place to be searched and the things to be 
seized, and the seizure of papers and despatches in said offices, was 
a violation of the constitutional "right of the people to be seaure 
in their persons, houses, papers, and effects, against unreasonable 
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searches and eetzares;" and that the President, in ordering said 
search and seizures, violated the Constitution.

sirup of sugar or of sugar cane, concentrated molasses or concen- 
trated melado, shall be liable to forfeiture to the United States; on 
all teaa, fifteen cents per pound; on almonds, four cents per pound;

cents per pound; on argol or cream tartar, six cents per pound; on 
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dates, five cents per ponnd; on figs, five cents per pound; on ginger 
root, tliree cents per pound; on ginger, ground, five cents per pound;

ing the duties of his office, the President, at his discretion, shall 
direct the Secretary of the Navy to refer the case of such officer 
to a board of not more than nine, nor less than five, commissioned 
officers, two-fifths of whom shall be of the medical bureau of the 
Bavy; the board, except those taken from the medical bureau, to be 
composed, as far as may be, of his seniors in rank. The determina- 
tion of the board in such case shall, witb a record of its proceedings, 
be transmitted to the Secretary of the Navy to be laid before the 
President for his approval or disapproval and orders in the case. 
The board, whenever it finds an officer incapacitated for active ser- 
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vice, will report whether, in its judgment, the incapacity resnlt from 
long and faithful service, from wounds or injnriee received in the line 
of duty, from sickness or exposure therein, or from any other incident 
of service. If so, and the President approve of snch judgment, the 
disabled officer shall thereupon be placed upon the list of retired 
officers, according to the provisions of this act, with leave of absence 
pay. But if such disability or incompetency proceeded from other 
causes, and the President concur in opinion with the board, the officer 
may be retired upon furlough pay. or he shall be wholly retired from 
tiie service with one year's pay, at the discretion of the President; 
and in this last case hia name shall be wholly omitted from the Navy 
Boater. The members of the board shall in every case be sworn 
to an honest and impartial discharge of their duties; and no officer of 
tbe navy shall be retired, either partially or wholly, from the service 
without having had a fair and full hearing before the board, if he 
shall demand it. 

"Sec. 29. And be it further enacted, That the retired officers shall 
be entitled to wear the uniform of their respective grades; shall con- 
tinne to be borne upon the Navy Register; shall be subject to the 
rnles and articles governing the navy, and to trial by general court- 
martial.

That to this end — ^the restora- 
tion of peace and union on the basis of the Constitution — there bo 
appointed a committee of one member from each State, who shall 
report to this House, a( its next session, such amendments to the 
Constitution of the United States as shall ansuage all grievances, and 
bring about a reconstruction of the national unity; and that for the 
preparation of such adjustment and the conference requisite for that 
purpose, there be appointed a commission of seven citizens of the 
United States, consisting of Edward Everett, of Massachusetts,

interest, authorized by said act.

Mr. Stevens, from the committee of conference on the disagreeing 
votes of the two houses on the bill of the House (H. R. 54) to pro- 
vide increased revenue from imports, to pay interest on the public 
debt, and for other purposes, made the following report, via: 

"That having met, after full and free conference have agreed to 
recommend to their respective houses as follows: 

"That the Senate recede from their amendment to said bill, and 
the committee agree to the following as a substitute: 

A BILL to provide increaeed reveuae from imports, to pa; inteiest on the public debt, 
and foi other purpoees. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of AiTierica in Congress assemlited, That, from and after 
the date of the passage of this act, in lieu of the duties heretofore im- 
posed by law on the articles hereinafter mentioned, and on such as 
may now be exempt from duty, there shall be levied, collected, and 
paid, on the goods, wares, and merchandise herein enumerated and 
provided for, imported from foreign countries, the following duties 
and rates of duty, that is to say : First. On raw sugar, commonly 
called Muscovado or brown sugar, and on sugars not advanced above 
number twelve, Dutch standard, by claying, boiling, clarifying, or 
other process, and oa sirup of sugar or of sugar cane and concen- 
trated motasses, or concentrated melado, two cents per pound, and 
on white and clayed sugar, when advanced beyond the raw atate, 
above number twelve, Dutch standard, by clarifying or other process, 
and not yet refined, two and a half cents per pound; on refined sugars, 
whether loaf, lump, crushed or pulverized, four cents per pound ; on 
sugars after being refined, when they are tinctured, colored, or in any 
way adulterated, and on sugar candy, six cents per pound ; ou mo- 
lasses, five cents per gallon : Provided, That all sirups of sugar or of 
sugar cane, concentrated molasses or melado, entered under the name 
of molasses, or any other name than sirup of sugar or of sugar cane, 
concentrated molasses or concentrated melado, shall be liable to for- 
feiture to the United States ; on all teas, fifteen cents per pound ; on 
almonds, four cents per pound ; shelled almonds, six cents per pound; 
on brimstone, crude, three dollars per ton; on brimstone in rolls, six 
dollars per ton; on coflee, of all kinds, four cents per poundj on 
cocoa, three cents per pound; on cocoa leaves and cocoa shells, two 
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cents per pound ; on cocoa, prepared or manufactured, eight cents per 
ponnd ; on chiccory root, one cent per pound ; and on cliiccory, ground, 
two cents per pound ; on chocolate, eix cents per pound ; on cassia, 
ten cents per pound ; cissia hiids, fttteen cents per pound ; on cinna- 
mon, twenty cents per pound ; on cloves, eight cents per pound ; on 
cayenne pepper, six cents per pound ; on cayenne pepper, ground, 
eight cents per pound : on currants, iive cents per pound ; on argol, 
three cents per pound ; oo cream tartar, six cents per pound ; on tar- 
taric acid, tartar enkotic, and Rochelle salts, ten cents per pound ; on 
dates, two cents per pound ; on figs, five cents per pound ; on ginger 
root, three cents per pound ; on ginger, ground, five cents per pound ; 
on liquorice paste and juice, five cents per pound ; liquorice root, one 
cent per pound ; on mace and nutmegs, twenty-five cents per pound ; 
on nuts, of all kinds, not otherwise provided for, two cents per pound ; 
on pepper, six cents per pound ; on pimento, six cents per pound ; on 
plums, five cents per pound ; on prunes, five cents per pound ; on 
raisins, five cents per pound ; on unmanufactured Russia hemp, forty 
dollars per ton ; on manilla and other hemps of India, twenty-five 
dollars per ton ; on lead, in pigs or bars, one dollar and fifty cents per 
one hundred pounds ; in sheets, two dollars and twenty-five cents per 
one hundred pounds ; on white lead, dry or ground in oil, and red 
lead, two dollars and twenty-five cents per one hundred pounds ; on 
salt, in sacks, eighteen cents per one hundred pounds, and in bulk, 
twelve cents per one hundred pounds ; on soda aah, one-half cent per 
pound ; on bicarbonate of soda, one cent per pound ; on sal soda, one- 
half cent per pound ; on caustic soda, one cent per pound ; on chloride 
of lime, thirty cents per one hundred pounds ; on saltpetre, crude, 
one cent per pound, refined, or partially refined, two cents per pound j 
on spirits of turpentine, ten cents per gallon ; on oil of cloves, seventy 
cents per pound; on brandy, one dollar and twenty-five cents per 
gallon ; on spirits distilled from grain or other materials, fifty cents 
per gallon ; on gum copal and other gums or resinous substances used 
for the same or similar purposes as gum copal, ten cents per pound. 
Sec. 2. And be it further enacted. That, from and after the day and 
year aforesaid, there shall be levied, collected, and paid, on the im- 
portation of the articles hereinafter mentioned, the following duties, 
tliat is to say : On arrow root, twenty per centum ad valorem ; on 
ginger, preserved or pickled, thirty per centum ad valorem ; on 
limes, lemons, oranges, bananas, and plantains, twenty per centum 
ad valorem ; on Peruvian bark, fifteen per centum ad valorem ; cm 
quinine, thirty per centum ad valorem ; on rags, of whatever ma- 
terial, ten per centum ad valorem ; on gunpowder, thirty per centum 
ad valorem ; on feathers and downs, thirty per centum ad valorem ; 
on hides, ten per centum ad valorem ; on sole and bend leather, 
thirty per centum ad valorem; on India-rubber, raw or unmanufac- 
tured, ten per centum ad valorem ; on India-rubber shoes and boots, 
thirty per centum ad valorem ; on ivory unmanufactured, and on 
vegetable ivory, ten per centum ad valorem ; on wines of all kinds, 
fifty per centum ad valorem ; on silk, in the gum, not more advanced 
in the manufacture than singles, tram, and thrown, or organzine, 
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twenty-five per centum ad valorem ; on ali silks valued at not over 
one dollar per 8qnnre yard, thirty per centum ad valorem ; on all 
^ilks valued at over one dollar per square yard, forty per centnm 
ad valorem ; on all silk velvets, or velvets of which silk is the compo- 
nent material of chief value, valued at three dollars per square yard, 
or under, thirty per centnm ad valorem ; valued at over three dol- 
lars per square yard, forty per centum ad valorem ; on floss silks, 
thirty per centum ad valorem ; on silk rihbons, galloons, braids, 
fringes, laces, tassels, buttons, button cloths, trimmings, and on silk 
twist, twist composed of mohair and silk, sewing silk in the gum or 
purified, and all other manufactures of silk, or of which silk shall be 
the component material of chief value, not otherwise provided for, 
forty per centum ad valorem. 

Sec, 3. And be it further enacted. That all articles, goods, wares, 
and merchandise, imported from beyond the Cape of Good Hope in 
foreign vessels, not entitled by reciprocal treaties to be exempt from 
discriminating duties, tonnage, and other charges, and all other 
articles, goods, wares, and merchandise not imported direct from the 
place of their growth or production, or in foreign vessels, entitled 
by reciprocal treaties to be exempt from discriminating duties, ton- 
nage, and other charges, shall be subject to pay, iu addition to the 
duties imposed by this act, ten per centnm ad valorem : Provided, 
That this rule shall not apply to goods, wares, and merchandise im- 
ported from beyond the Gape of Good Hope in American vessels. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted. That, from and after the passive 
of this act, there shall be allowed, on all articles wholly manufactured 
of materials imported, on which duties have been paid when exported, 
a drawback, equal in amount to the duty paid on such materials, and 
no more, to be ascertained under such regulations as shall be pre- 
scribed by the Sscretary of the Treasury : Provided, That ten per 
centum on the amount of all drawbacks, so allowed, shall be retained 
for the use of the United States by the collectors paying such draw- 
backs, respectively. 

Sec, 5. And be it further enacted. That all goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise, actually on shipboard and bound to the United States, and 
all goods, wares, and merchandise, on deposit in warehouses or public 
stores at the date of the passage of this act, shall be subject to pay 
such duties as provided by law before and at the time of the pas- 
sage of this act: Provided, That all goods deposited in public store 
or bonded warehouse after this act takes effect and goes into ope- 
ration, if designed for consumption in the United States, must be 
wtbdrawn therefrom, or the duties thereon paid in three months 
after the same are deposited, and goods designed for exportation and 
consumption in foreign countries may be withdrawn by the owner at 
any time before the expiration of three years after the same are 
deposited, such goods, if not withdrawn in three years, to be reg-arded 
as abandoned to the government, and sold under such regulations as 
the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, and the proceeds paid 
into the treasury: Provided, That merchandise upon which the owner 
may have neglected to pay duties within three months from the time 
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of its deposit may be withdrawn and entered for conBumption at any 
time within two years of the time of its deposit, upon the payment of 
the legal duties, with an addition of twenty-five per centum thereto: , 
Provided, also, That merchandise npon which duties Lave been paid, 
if exported to a foreign country within three years, shall be entitled 
to return duties, proper evidence of such merchandise having been 
landed abioad to be furnished to the collector by the importer, one 
per centum of said duties to be retained by the government. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That the act entitled "An act to 
provide for the payment of outstanding treasury notes, to authorize a 
loan, (o regulate and fix the duties on imports, and for other pur- 
poses," approved March two, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, be, 
and the same is hereby, amended as follows, that is to say: First, in 
section six, article first, after the words "in cordials and," strike 
out "'liquors" and insert liqueurs; second, in the same section, after 
the word "represent," insert: Frovided, also, That no lower rate or 
amount of duty shall be levied, collected, and paid, on brandy, spirits, 
and all other spirituous beverages, than that now fixed by law for 
the description of first proof, but shall be increased in proportion for 
any greater strength than the strength of first proof; third, in section 
seven, clause fifth, the words "on screws, washed or plated, and all 
other screws, of iron or any other metal," shall be stricken out, 
and the words "on screws, of any other metal than iron," shall be 
inserted ; fourth, section twelve, article first, after the words ' 'eighteen 
cents," where they first occur, insert, or less; fifth, section thirteen, 
article second, after the word "manufacturer," insert except hosiery; 
sixth, in the same section, article third, strike out "wool," where- 
ver it occurs, and insert in each place, worsted; seventh, in section 
fourteen, article first, after the words "ten per centum," insert ad 
valorem; eighth, in section fifteeen, before the word "yarns," insert 
hemp; in the same section, after the word "sheetings," insert of 
flax or hemp; and strike out "jute goods," and in lieu thereof insert 
jute yarns; ninth, in section twenty-two, strike out the words 
"unwrought clay, three dollars per ton;" tenth, in section nineteen, 
strike out "compositions of glass or paste not set, intended for use 
by jewellers;" eleventh, in section twenty-two, strikeout "com- 
positions of glass or paste, when set;" twelfth, in section twenty- 
three, article sheathing metal, etrine out "yard," and insert foot. 

Sec. 1. And be it further enacted, That all acts and parts of acts 
repugnant to the provisions of this act be, and the same are hereby, 
repealed: Provided, That the existing laws shall extend to, and be in 
force for, the collection of the duties imposed by this act for the 
prosecution and punishment of all offences, and for the recovery, 
collection, distribution, and remission of all fines, penalties, and for- 
feitures, as fully and effectually as if every regulation, penalty, for- 
feiture, provision, clause, matter, and thing to that effect in the 
existing laws contained, had been inserted in and re-enacted by this 
act. 

Sec, 8. And be it further enacted. That a direct tax of twenty mil- 
lions of dollars be, and is hereby, annually laid upon the United 
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States, and the same shall be, and is hereby, apportioned to the 
States, respectively, in manner following ; 

To the State of Maine, four hundred and twenty thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-six dollars. 

'Jo the State of New Hampshire, two hundred and eighteen thou- 
sand four hundred and six and two-third dollars. 

To the State of Vermont, two hundred and eleven thousand and 
sixty -eight dollars. 

To the State of Maaeachusetta, eight hundred and twenty-four 
thousand five hundred and eighty-one and one-third dollars. 

To the State uf Rhode Island, one hundred and sixteen thousand 
nine hundred and sixty-three and two-third dollars. 

To the State of Connecticut, three hundred and eight thousand 
two hundred and fourteen dollars. 

To the State of New York, two million six hundred and three 
thousand nine hundred and eighteen and two-third dollars. 

To the State of New Jersey, four hundred and fifty thousand one 
hundred and thirty-four dollars. 

To the State of Pennsylvania, one million nine hundred and fortj'- 
six thousand seven hundred and nineteen and one-third dollars.

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted. That for the purpose of assessing 
the above tax and collecting the same, the President of the United 
States be, and he is hereby, authorized to divide, respectivelj', the 
States and Territories of the United States and the District of Colum- 
bia into convenient collection districts, and to nominate and, by and 
with the advice of the Senate, to appoint au assessor and a collector 
for each such district, who shall be freeholders and resident within 
the same : Provided, That any of said States and Territories, as well 
as the District of Columbia, may, if the President shall deem it pro- 
per, be erected into one district : And provided further. That the ap- 
pointment of said assessors and collectors, or any of them, shall not 
he made until on or aftpr the second Tuesday in February, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-two. 

Sec. 10. And he it further emacted, That before any such collector 
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shall enter upon the duties of his office, he shall execute a bond for 
Buch amount as shall be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
with sureties to be approved as BufKcient by the Solicitor of the 
Treasury, containing the condition that said collector shall justly and 
faithfully account for to the United States, and pay over, in compliance 
with the order or regulations of the Secretary of the Treasury, all 
public moneys which may come into his hands or possession ; which 
bond shall be filed in the office of the First Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury, to be by him directed to be put in suit upon any breach of the 
condition thereof. And snch collectors shall, from time to time, renew, 
strengthen and increase their official bonds as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may direct. 

Sec. 11. And be it fuHher enaded, That each of the assessors shall 
divide his district into a convenient nnraber of assessment districts, 
within each of which he shall appoint one respectable freeholder to 
be assistant assessor ; and each assessor and assistant assessor so ap- 
pointed, and accepting the appointment, shall, before he enters on 
the duties of his appointment, take and subscribe, before some com- 
petent magistrate, or some collector, to be appointed by this act, (who 
is hereby empowered to administer the same,) the following oath or 
affirmation, to wit: "I, A B, do swear, or affirm, [as the case may be,] 
that I will, to the best of my knowledge, skill, and judgment, dili- 
gently and faithfully execute the office and duties of assessor for, 
[naming the assessment district,] without favor or partiality, and that 
1 will do equal right and justice in every case in which I shall act as 
assessor." And a certificate of such oath or affirmation shall be de- 
livered to the collector of the district for which such assessor or assist- 
ant assessor shall be appointed. And every assessor or assistant 
assessor acting in the said office without having taken the said oath 
or affirmation shall forfeit and pay one hundred dollars, one moiety 
thereof to the use of the United States, and the other moiety thereof 
to him who shall first sue for the same ; to be recovered, with costs 
of suit, in any court having competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. 12. And be it further enacted. That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall establish regulations suitable and necessary for carrying this 
act into eifect ; which regulations shall be binding on each assessor 
and his assistants in the performance of the duties enjoined by or 
under this act, and shall also frame instructions for the said assessors 
and their assistants ; pursuant to which instructions the said assessors 
shall, on the first day of March next, direct and cause the several 
assistant assessors in the district to inquire after and concerning all 
lands, lots of ground, with their improvements, buildings, and dwell- 
ing-houses, made liable to taxation under this act, by reference as 
well to any lists of assessment or collection taken under the laws of 
the respective States, as to any other records or documents, and by 
all other lawful ways and means, and to value and enumerate the said 
objects of taxation in the manner prescribed by this act, and in con- 
formity with the regulations and instructions above mentioned, 

Sec. 13. And be it further enacted, That the said direct tax laid by 
this act shall be assessed and laid on the value of all lands and lots of 
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ground, with their improvements and dwelling-houses, which several 
articles subject to taxation shall be enumerated and valued, by the 
respective assessors, at the rate each of them is worth in money on 
the first day of April, eighteen hundred and sixty-two : Provided, 
liowever, That all property, of whatever kind, coming within any 
of the foregoing descriptions, and belonging to the United States or 
aoy State, or permanently or specially exempted from taxation by 
tbe laws of the State wherein the same may be situated at the time 
of the passage of this act, together with such property belonging to 
any individoal, who actually resides thereon, aa shall be worth the 
sum of five hundred dollars, shall be exempted from the aforesaid 
enumeration and valuation, and from the direct tax aforesaid : And 
provided further, That in making such assessment due regard shall 
be had to any valuation that may have been made under the authority 
of the State or Territory at any period nearest to said first day of 
April. 

Sec. 14. And he it further enacted, That the respective assistant 
assessors shall, immediately after being required as aforesaid by the 
assessors, proceed through every part of their respective districts, 
and shall require all persons owning, possessing, or having tbe caro 
or management of any lands, iots of ground, buildings, or dwelling- 
boasee, lying and being within the collection district where they 
reside, and liable to a direct tax as aforesaid, to deliver written lists 
of the same; which lists shall be made in such manner as may be 
directed by the assessor, and, as far aa practicable, conformably to 
those which may be required for the same purpose under the 
authority of the respective States. 

Sec. 15. And be it further enacted. That if any person owning, pos- 
sessing, or having the care or management of property liable to a 
direct tax, as aforesaid, shall not be prepared to exhibit a written 
Hat when required, as aforesaid, and shall consent to disclose the 
particulars of anj' and all the lands and Iota of ground, with their 
improvements, buildings, and dwelling-houses, taxable, as aforesaid, 
then, and in that case, it shall be the duty of the officer to make snob 
list, which, being distinctly read and consented to, shall be received 
aa the list of such person. 

Sec, 16. And be it further e/aacted. That if any such person shall 
deliver or disclose to any assessor or assistant assessor appointed in 
pursuance of this act, and requiring a list or lists, as aforesaid, any 
false or fraudulent list, with intent to defeat or evade the valuation 
or enumeration hereby intended to be made, such person so oft'ending, 
and being thereof convicted before any court having competent juris* 
diction, shall be fined in a sum not exceeding five hundred dollars, at 
the discretion of the court, and shall pay all costs and charges of 
prosecution; and the valuation and enumeration required by this act 
shall, in all such cases, be made, as aforesaid, upon lists, according 
to the form above described, to be made out by the assessors and 
assistant assessors, respectively; which lists the said assessors are 
hereby authorized and required to make according to the best infor- 
matioD they can obtain, and for the purpose of making which they 
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are hereby authorized to enter into and upon all and aingular the 
premisea, respectively; and from the valuation and enumeration so 
made there Bhall be no appeal . 

Sec, 11, And be it/urtt^r enaded, That in caae any person shall be 
absent from hiB place of residence at the time an asseesor shall call to 
receive the list of such person, it shall be the duty of such assessor 
or assistant assessor to leave at the house or place of residence of 
such person, with some person of suitable age and discretion, a writ- 
ten note or memorandum, requiring him to present to such assessor 
the list or lists required by this act within ten days from the date of 
such note or memorandum. 

Sec. 18. And be it further enacted. That if any person, on being 
notified or required as aforesaid, shall refuse or neglect to give such 
list or lists as aforesaid within the time required by this act, it shall 
be the duty of the assessor for the assessment district within which 
such person shall reside, and he is hereby authorized and required, 
to enter into and upon the lands, buildings, dwelling-houses, and 
premises, if it be necessary, of such persons so refusing or neglect- 
ing, and to make, according to the best information which he can 
obtain, and on his own view and information, such lists of the lands 
and lots of ground, with tLeir improvements, buildings, and dwell- 
ing-houses owned or possessed, or under the care or management of 
such person, as are required by this act ; which lists so made and 
subscribed by such assessor shall be taken and reputed as good and 
eufScient lists of the persona and property for which such person is 
to be taxed for the purposes of this act. 

Sec. 19. And be it further enacted, That whenever there shall be 
in any assessment district any property, lands, and lots of ground, 
buildinge, or dwelling-houses, not owned or poasesned by, or under 
the care and management of, any person or persons within such dis- 
trict, and liable to be taxed as aforesaid, and no list of which shall 
be transmitted to the assessor in the manner provided by this act-, it 
shall be the duty of the asaessor for auch district, and he is hereby 
authorized and required, to enter into and upon the real estate, if it 
be necessary, and take such view thereof, and make lists of the same, 
according to the form prescribed, which lists being subscribed by 
the said assessor, shall be taken and reputed as good and sufficient 
lists of such property, under and for the purposes of thia act. 

Sec. 20. And be it further enacted, That the owners, possessors, or 
persons having the care or management of laD.ds, lots of ground, 
buildings, and dwelling-houeea, not lying or being within the assess- 
ment district in which they reside, shall be permitted to make out 
and deliver the lists thereof required by this act {provided the asscBS- 
ment district in which the said objects of taxation iie or be is therein 
distinctly stated) at the time and in the manner prescribed to the 
assessor of the assessment district wherein such peraons reside. And 
it shall be the duty of the asseasors, in all auch cases, to tranemit 
such lists at the time and in the manner prescribed for the transmis- 
sion of the lists of the objects of taxation lying and being within 
their respective assessment districts to the assessor of the coUectioo 
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district wherein the said objects of taxation shall lie or be immedi- 
ately after the receipt thereof ; and the said lists shall be valid and 
snfficient for the purposes of this act ; and on the delivery of every 
snch list, the persoQ making and delivering the same shall pay to the 
assessor one dollar, which he shall retain to his own use. 

Sec. 21. And be it further enacted. That the lists aforesaid shall be 
taken with reference to the day fixed for that purpose by this act, as 
aforesaid ; and the assistant assessors, respectively, after collecting 
the said lists, shall proceed to arrange the same, and to make two 
general lists — the first of which shall exhibit, in alphabetical order, 
the names of all persons liable to pay a tax under this act residing 
within the assessment district, together with the value and assesa- 
ment of the objects liable to taxation within such district for which 
each such person is liable, and, whenever so required by the assessor, 
the amount of direct tax payable by each person on such objects 
under the State laws imposing direct taxes ; and the second list shall 
exhibit, in alphabetical order, the names of all persons residing out 
of the collection district, owners of property wiihin the district, 
together with the value and assessment thereof, with the amount of 
direct tax payable thereon as aforesaid. The forms of the said 
general Hat shall be devised and prescribed by the assessor, and lists 
taken according to such form shall be made out by the assistant 
assessors and delivered to the assessor within sixty days after the 
dayfixed by this act as aforesaid, requiring lists from individuals. And 
if any assistant assessor shall fail to perform any dnty assigned by 
this act within the time prescribed by his precept, warrant, or other 
legal instructions, not being prevented therefrom by sickness or other 
unavoidable accident, every such assistant assessor shall be dis- 
charged from ofBce, and shall, moreover, forfeit and pay two hun- 
dred dollars, to be recovered for the use of the United States in any 
corirt having competent jurisdiction, with costs of suit. 

Sec. 22. And be it further atacted, That immediately after the val- 
uations and enumerations shall have been completed as aforesaid, the 
assessor in each collection district shall, by advertisement in some 
public newspaper, if any there be in such district, and by written 
notifications to be publicly posted up in at least four of the most 
public places in each collection district, advertise all persons concerned 
of the place where the said liata, valuations, and enumerations may be 
seen and examined; and that during twenty-five days after the publi- 
cation of the notifications, as aforesaid, appeals will be received and 
determined by him relative to any erroneous or excessive valuations or 
enumerations by the assessor. And it shall be the duty of the assessor 
in each collection district, daring twenty-five days after the date of 
publication to be made as aforesaid, to submit the proceedings of the 
assistant assessors and the list by them received or taken as aforesaid 
to the inspection of any and all persons who shall apply for that pur- 
pose ; and the said assessors are hereby authorized to receive, hear, 
and determine, in a summary way, according to law and right, upon 
any and all appeals which may be exhibited against the proceedings 
of the said assessors: Provided alwaye, That it shall be the daty of 
14 
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said assessor to advertise and attend, not less than two BucceBsire 
days of the said twenty-five, at the conrt-houee of each county within 
his collection district, there to receive and determine apon the 
appeals aforesaid : And provided also, That the question to be deter- 
mined by the assessor, on an appeal respecting the valnation of prop- 
erty, shall be, whether the valuation complained of lie or be not in 
a just relation or proportion to other valaations in the same collection 
district. And all appeals to the assessors, as aforesaid, shall be made 
in writing, and shall specify the particwlar cause, matter, or thing 
respecting which a decision is requested; and shall, moreover, state 
the ground or principle of inequality or error complained of. And 
the assessor shall have power to re-examine and equalize the valua- 
tions as shall appear just and equitable; but no valuation shall he 
increased withoat a previous notice, of at least five days, to the party 
interested, to appe'jr and object to the same, if he judge proper; 
which notice shall be given by a note in writing, to be left at the 
dwelling-house of the party by such assessor or an assistant assessor. 
Sec. 23. And be it further enacted, That whenever a State, Terri- 
tory, or the District of Columbia, shall contain more than one col- 
lection district, the assessors shall have power, on examination of the 
lists rendered by the assistant assessors according to the provisions 
of this act, to revise, adjast, and equalize the valuation of lands and 
lots of ground, with their improvements, buildings, and dwelling- 
houses, between such collection districts, by deducting from or adding 
to either SBch a rate per centum as shall appear just and equitable. 

Sec, 24. And ie it further enacted, That the assessors shall, imme- 
diately after the expiration of the timo for hearing and deciding 
appeals, make out correct lists of the valnation and enumeration in 
each collection district, and deliver the same to the board of assesBora 
hereinafter constitnted in and for the States, respectively. And it 
shall be the duty of the assessors in each State to convene in general 
meeting at such time and place as shall be appointed and directed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury. And the said assessors, or a majority 
of them, so convened, shall constitute, and they are hereby consti- 
tuted, a board of assessors for the purposes of this act, and shall 
make and establish such rules and regulations as to them shall appear 
necessary for carrying such purposes into effect, not being inconsistent 
with this act or the laws of the United States. 

Sec. 25. And be it further enacted. That the said board of assessors, 
convened and organized as aforesaid, shall and may appoint a suitable 
person or persons to be their clerk or clerks, but not more than one 
for each collection district, who shall hold his or their office or ofGces 
at the pleasure of said board of assessors, and whose duty it shall he 
to receive, record, and preserve all tax lists, returns, and other docu- 
ments delivered and made to the said board of assessors, and who 
shall take an oath (or affirmation if conscientiously scrupulous of 
taking an oath) faithfully to discharge his or their trust; and in 
default of taking such oath or affirmation, previous to entering on the 
duties of such appointment, or on failure to perform any part of the 
duties enjoised on him or them respectively by this act, he or they 
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shall respectively forfeit and pay the sum of two huDdred dollars, for 

the use of the United States, to be recovered in any court having 
competent jurisdiction, and shall also be removed from office. 

Sec. 26. And be it further enacted. That it shall be the duty of the 
said clerks to record the proceedinga of the said board of assessors, 
and to enter on the record the namea of aucti of the asaeasora as shall 
attend any general meeting of the board of asaessora for the piirpoaea 
of this act. And if any assessor shall fail to attend such general 
meeting, bis absence shall be noted on the said record, and be shall, 
for every day he may be absent therefrom, forfeit and pay the aum 
of ten dollars, for the use of the United States. And if any aaseasor 
Bhall fail or neglect to furnish the said board of assessors with the 
lists of valuation and enumeration of each assessment district within 
his collection district within three days after the time appointed, aa 
aforesaid, for such general meeting of the aaid board of asaeasors, 
he shall forfeit and pay the aum of five hundred dollars, for the use 
of the United Statee, and, moreover, shall forfeit bis compensation 
aa assessor. And it shall be the duty of the clerks of the said board 
of assessors to certify to the Secretary of the Treasury an extract of 
the minutea of the board, showing such failures or neglect, whicU> 
shall be sufficient evidence of the forfeiture of such compensation,, 
to all intenta and purpoaea : Provided always, That it shall be in. 
the power of the Secretaiy of the Treaaury ta exonerate such assessor- 
or assessors from the forfeiture of the said compensation, in whola- 
or in part, aa to him shall appear just and equitable. 

Sec. 27. And be it furtJier enacted. That if the aaid board of asses- 
sors shall not, within three days after the first meeting thereof, as 
aforesaid, be furnished with all the lists of valuation of the several: 
counties and State districts of any State, tbey shall, nevertheless,, 
jiroceed to make out the equalization and apportionment by this act 
directed, and they aball assign to such counties and State districts, 
the valuation lists of which shall not have been furnished, such valu- 
ation as they shall deem just and right ; and the valuation thus made 
to such counties and State districts by the board of assessors shall 
be final, and the proper quota of direct tax shall be, and is hereby, 
declared to be imposed thereon accordingly. 

Sec. 28, And be it further enacted. That it shall be the duty of the 
said board of assessors diligently and carefully to consider and ex- 
amine the said lists of valuation, and they shall have power to revise, 
adjust, and equalize the valuation of property in any county or State 
district, by adding thereto, or deducting tnerefrom, auch a rate per 
centum as shall, under the valuation of the aeveral counties and St^te 
districts, be just and equitable : Provided, The relative valuation of 
property in the same county shall not be changed, unless manifest 
error or imperfection shall appear in any of the lists of valuation, in 
which case the aaid board of assessors shall have power to correct the 
same, aa to them shall appear just and right. And if, in conaequence 
of any revisal, change, and alteration of the aaid valuation, any in- 
equality shall be produced in the apportionment of the aaid direct 
tax to the several States as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of the Secre- 
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tary of tLe Treasury to report tte same to Congress, to the intent 
that provision may be made by law for rectifying such inequality. 

Sec. 29. And be it further enacted. That as soon aa the said board 
of asseseore shall have completed the adjustment and equalization of 
the valuation aforesaid, they shall proceed to apportion to each county 
and State district its proper quota of direct tax. And the said board 
of asaeesors shall, within twenty days after the time appointed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury for their first meeting, complete the said 
apportionment, and shall record the same ; they shall thereupon fur* 
ther deliver to each assessor a certificate of such apportionment, 
together with the several lista by the aBaessors respectively presented 
to the board as aforesaid, and transmit to the Secretary of tho Treaa* 
ury a certificate of the apportionment by them made as aforesaid ; 
and the assessors, respectively, shall thereupon proceed to revise 
their respective lists, and alter and mahe the same in all respects 
conformable to the apportionment aforesaid by the said board of as- 
sessors ; and the said assessors, respectively, shall make out lists con- 
taining the sums payable according to the provisions of this act upon 
every object of taxation in and for each collection district ; which lists 
shall contain the name of each person residing within the said dis- 
trict, owning or having the care or superintendence of property lying 
within the said district which is liable to the said tax, when snob 
person or persons are known, together with the sums payable by each; 
and where there is any property within any collection district liable 
to the payment of the said lax, not owned or occupied by or under 
the superintendence of any person resident therein, there shall be a 
separate list of such property, specifying the sum payable, and the 
names of the respective proprietors, where known. And the said 
assessors shall furnish to the collectors of the several collection dis- 
tricts, respectively, within thirty-five days after the apportionment is 
completed, as aforesaid, a certified copy of such list or lists for their 
proper collection districts, and in default of performance of the duties 
enjoined on the board of assessors and assessors, respectively, b^ 
this section, they shall severally and individually forfeit and pay the 
sum of five handred dollars to the use of the United States, to be re- 
covered in any court having competent jurisdiction. And it is hereby 
enacted and declared that the vaination, assessment, equalization, 
and apportionment, made by the said board of assessors, as aforesaid, 
shall be and remain in full force and operation for laying, levying, 
and collecting, yearly and every year, the annual direct tax by this 
act laid and imposed, until altered, modified, or abolished by law. 

Sec. 30. And be it further enaded. That there shall be allowed and 
paid to the several assessors and assistant assessors, for their services 
under this act — to each assessor two dollars per day for every day 
employed in making the necessary arrangements and giving the ne- 
cessary instructions to the assistant assessors for the valuation, and 
three dollars per day for every day employed in hearing appeals, re- 
vising valuations, and making out lists agreeably to the provisions of 
this act, and one dollar for every handred taxable persons contained 
in the tax list, as delivered by him to said board of assessors ; to each 
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assistant asscaaor two dollars for every day actually employed io collect- 
ing lists and making valuations, the number of days necesaary for that 
parpose to be certified by the assessor and approved by the com- 
miasioner of taxes, and one dollar for every hundred taxable persons 
contained in the tax lists, as completed and delivered by him to the 
assessor ; to each of the assessors constituting the board of assessors, 
as aforesaid, for every day's actual attendance at said board, the sum 
of three dollars, and for travelling to and from the place designated 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, ten cents for each mile, by the 
most direct and usual route ; and to each of the clerks of said board 
two dollars for every day's actuil attendance thereon. And the siiid 
board of assessors, and said assessors, respectively, shall be allowed 
their necesbary and reasonable charges for stationery and blank books 
used in the execution of their duties ; and the compensation herein 
epeci&ed shall be in full for all expenses not otherwise particularly 
authorized, and shall be paid at the treasury, and snch amount as 
shall be required for such payment is hereby appropriated. 

Sec. 31. And be it further enacted, That each collector, on receiv- 
ing a list, as aforesaid, from the said assessors, respectively, shall 
subscribe three receipts : one of which shall be given on a full and 
correct copy of such list, which list shall be delivered by him to, and 
shall remain with, the assessor of his collection district, and shall be 
open to the inspection of any person who may apply to inspect the 
same ; and the other two receipts shall be given on aggregate state- 
ments of the lists aforesaid, exhibiting the gross amount of taxes to 
be collected in each county or State district contained in the collec- 
tion district, one of which aggregate statements and receipts shall be 
transmitted to the Secretary, and the other to the First Comptroller 
of the Treasury. 

Sec. 32. And be it further enacted, That each collector, before re- 
ceiving any list, as aforesaid, for collection, shall give bond, with 
one or more good and sufficient sureties, to be approved by the Solici- 
tor of the Treasury, in the amount of the taxes assessed in the col- 
lection district for which be has been or may be appointed ; which 
bond shall be payable to the United States, with condition for the 
true and faithful discharge of the duties of his office according to 
law, and particularly for the due collection and payment of all moneys 
assessed upon such district, and the said bond shall be transmitted 
to the Solicitor of the Treasury, and, after approval by him, shall 
be deposited in the office of the First Comptroller of the Treasury : 
Provided always. That nothing herein contained shall be deemed to 
annul or in anywise to impair the obligation of the bond heretofore 
given by any collector ; but the same shall be and remain in full force 
and virtue, anything in this act to the contrary thereof in anywise 
notwithstanding. 

Sec. 33. And be it further enacted. That the annual amount of the 
taxes so assessed shall be and remain a lien upon all lands and other 
real estate of the individuals who may be assessed for the same 
daring two years after the time it shall annually become due and 
payable ; and the said lien shall extend to each and every part of all 
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tracts or lots of land or dwelling-houses, notwithstanding the same 
may have been divided or alienated in part. 

Sec, 34. And he it further enacted, That each collector shall be 
atithorized to appoint, by an instrTiment of writing under his hand 
and seal, as many deputies as he may think proper, to be by him 
compensated for their services, and also to revoke the powers of any 
deputy, giving public notice thereof in that portion of the district 
assigned to such deputy ; and each such deputy shall have the like 
authority, in every respect, to collect the direct tax so assessed 
within the portion of the district assigned to him which is by this 
act vested in the collector himself; but each collector shall, in every 
respect, be responsible both to the United States and to individuals, 
as the case may be, for all moneys collected, and for every act done 
as deputy collector by any of his deputies whilst acting as Kuch : 
Provided, That nothing herein contained shall prevent any collector 
from collecting himself the whole or any part of the tax so assessed 
and payable in his district. 

Sec. 35. Arid he it further enacted, That each of the said collectors 
shall, within ten days after receiving his collection list from the 
assessors, respectively, as aforesaid, and annually, within ten days 
after he shall be so required by the Secretary of the Treasury, ad- 
vertise in one newspaper printed in bis collection district, if any 
there be, and by notifications to be posted op in at least four public 
places in his collection district, that the said tax has become doe and 
payable, and state the times and places at which he or they will 
attend to receive the same, which shall be within twenty days after 
such notification; and with respect to persons who shall not attend, 
according to such notifications, it shall be the duty of each collector, 
in person or by deputy, to apply once at their respective dwellings 
within such district, and there demand the taxes payable by such 
persons, which application shall be made within sixty days after the 
receipt of the collection lists, as aforesaid, or after the receipt of the 
requisition of the Secretary of the Treasury, as aforesaid, by the 
collectors ; and if the said taxes shall not be then paid, or within 
twenty days thereafter, it shall be lawful for such collector, or his 
deputies, to proceed to collect the said taxes by distraint and sale of 
the goods, chattels, or effects of the persons delinquent as aforesaid. 
And in case of such distraint, it shall be the duty of the officer 
charged with the collection to make, or cause to be made, an account 
of the goods or chattels which may be distrained, a copy of which, 
signed by the officer making such distraint, shall be left with the 
owner or possessor of such goods, chattels, or effects, or at his or her 
dwelling, with some person of suitable age and discretion, with a 
a note of the sum demanded, and the time and place of sale : and 
the said officer shall forthwith cause a notification to be publicly 
posted up at two of the taverns nearest to the residence of the per- 
son whose property shall be distrained, or at the court-house of the 
same county, if not more than ten miles distant, which notice shall 
specify the articles distrained, and the time and place for the sale 
thereof, which time shall not be less than ten days from the date of 
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such notification, and the place proposed for sale not more than five 
miles distant from the place of making such distraint ; Provided, 
That in any case of distraint for the payment of the tax aforesaid, 
the goods, chattels, or effects so distrained shall and may be restored 
to t-he owner or possessor if, prior to the sale thereof, payment or 
tender thereof shall be made to tlie proper ofScer charged with the 
collectiou, of the full amount demanded, together with such fee for 
levying, and such sum for the necessary and reasonable expense of 
removing and keeping the goods, chattels, or efFocts ao distrained, aa 
may be allowed in like cases by the laws or practice of the State 
wherein the distraint shall have been made ; but in case of non-pay- 
ment or tender, as aforesaid, the said officers shall proceed to sell the 
said goods, chattels, or effects, at public auction, and shall and may 
retain from the proceeds of such sale the amount demandable for the 
use of the United States, with the necessary and reasonable expenses 
of distraint and sale, and a commission of five per centum thereon for 
his own use, rendering the overplus, if any there be, to the person 
whose goods, chattels, or effects, shall have been distrained: Provided, 
That it shall not be lawful to make distraint of the tools or imple- 
ments of a trade or profession, beasts of the plough necessary for the 
cultivation of improved lands, arms, or household furniture, or ap- 
parel necessary for a family. 

Sec. 3y. And be it further enacted. That whenever goods, chattels, 
or effects, sufficient to satisfy any tax upon buildings, dwelling-houses, 
or lands and their improvements, owned, occupied, or superintended 
by persons known or residing within the same collection district, 
cannot be found, the collector having first advertised the same for 
thirty days in a newspaper printed within the collection district, if 
such there be, and having posted up, in at least ten public places 
within the same, a notification of the intended sale thirty days pre- 
vious thereto, shall proceed to sell at public sale so much of the said 
property aa may be necessary to satisfy the taxes due thereon, 
together with an addition ot twenty per centum to the said taxes. 
But in all cases where the property liable to a direct tax under this 
act may not he divisible, so as to enable the collector, by a sale of 
part thereof, to raise the whole amount of the tax, with all costs, 
charges, and commissions, the whole of such property shall be sold, 
and the surplus of the proceeds of the sale, after satisfying the tax, 
costs, charges, and commissions, shall be paid to the owner of the 
property, or his legal representatives, or if he or they cannot be 
found, or refuse to 'receive the same, then stich surplus shall be de- 
posited in the treasury of the United States, to be there held for the 
use of the owner or his legal representatives, until he or they shall 
make application thereibr to the Secretary of the Treasury, who, 
upon such application, shall, by warrant on the treasury, cause the 
same to he paid to the applicant. And if the property advertised 
for sale as aforesaid cannot be sold for the amount of the tax due 
thereon, with the said additional twenty per centum thereto, the 
collector shall purchase the same in behalf of the United States for 
the amount aforesaid: Provided, That the owner or superintendent of

the property aforesaid, after the Bame ahall have been, as aforesaid, 
advertised for sale, and before it shall have been actually sold, shall 
be allowed to pay the amount of the tax thereoD, -wiih an addition of 
teD per centum oa the same, on the payment of which the sale of the 
property shall not take place: Provided also. That the owners, 
their heirs, executors, or administrators, or any person on their 
behalf, shall have liberty to redeem the lands and other property 
sold, as aforesaid, within two years from the time of sale, upoD pay- 
ment to the collector, for the use of the purchaser, his heirtt or 
assignit, of the amount paid by said purphaser, with interest for the 
same, at the rate of twenty per centum per annum ; and no deed 
shall be given in pursuance of such sale until the time of redemp- 
tion shall have expired. And the collector shall render a distinct 
account of the charges incurred in offering and advertising for sale 
such property, and shall pay into the treasury the surplus, if any 
there be, of the aforesaid addition of twenty per centum, or ten per 
centum, as the case may be, after defraying the charges. And in 
every case of the sale of real estate which shall be made nnder the 
authority of this act by the collectors, respectively, or their lawfol 
deputies, respectively, the deeds for the estate so sold shall be pre- 
pared, made, executed, and proved or acknowledged at the time and 
times prescribed in this act by the collectors, respectively, within 
whose collection district such real estate shall be situated, in such 
form of law as shall be authorized and required by the laws of the 
United States, or by the law of the State in which such real estate 
lies, for making, executiog, proving, and acknowledging deeds of 
bargain and sale or other conveyances for the transfer and convey- 
ance of real estate ; and for every deed so prepared, made, executed, 
proved, and acknowledged, the purchaser or grantee shall pay to the 
collector the sum of two dollars, for the use of the collector or other 
person effecting the sale of the real estate thereby conveyed. 

Sec. 37. And be it /urthT aiacted. That with respect to property 
lying within any collection district, not owned or occupied, or super- 
intended by some person residing in such collection district, and on 
which the tax shall not have been paid to the collector within ninety 
days after the day on which he shall have received the collection 
lists from the said assessors, respectively, as aforesaid, or the requi- 
sition of the Secretary of the Treasury, as aforesaid, the collector 
shall transmit lists of the same to one of the collectors within the 
same State, to be designated for that purpose by the Secretary of 
the Treasury ; and the collector who shall have keen thus designated 
by the Secretary of the Treasury shall transmit receipts for all the 
lists received, as aforesaid, to the collector transmitting the sRme; 
and the collectors, thus designated in each State by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, shall cause notifications of the tases due as aforesaid, 
and contained in the lists thus transmitted to them, to be published 
for sixty days in at least one of the newspapers published in the 
State : and the owners of the property on which such taxes may be 
due shall be permitted to pay to such collector the said tax, with an 
addition of ten per centum thereon : Provided, That such payment

is made within one year after the day on whicli. the collector of the 
diBtrict where such property lies bad notified that the tax had become 
doe on the same. 

Sec. 38. And he it furiher enaded, That when any tax, as afore- 
said, shall have remained unpaid for the term of one year, as afore- 
said, the collector in the State where the property lies, and who 
shall have been designated by the Secretary of the Treasnry, as 
aforesaid, having first advertised the same for sixty days in at least 
oDe newspaper in the Stat«, shall proceed to sell, at public sale, so 
mnch of the said property as may be necessary to satisfy the taxes 
due thereon, together with an addition of twenty per centum thereon; 
or if such property is not divisible, as aforesaid, the whole thereof 
shall ho sold, and accoanted for in the manner hereinbefore pro- 
vided. If the property advertised for sale cannot be sold for the 
amount of the tax due thereon, with the said addition thereon, the 
collector shall purchase the same in behalf of the United States for 
such amount and addition. And the collector shall render a distinct 
account of the charges incurred in offering and advertising for sale 
such property, and pay into the treasury the surplus, if any, of the 
aforesaid addition of ten or twenty per centum, as the case may be, 
bfter defraying the said charges. 

Sec. 39. Andbe it further enacied, Thatthe collectors, designated as 
aforesaid by the Secretary of the Treasury, shall deposit with the clerks 
of the district court of the United States in the respective States, and 
within which district the property lies, correct lists of the tracts of land 
or other real property sold by virtuo of this aot for non-payment of 
taxes, together with the names of owners, or presumed owners, and 
of the purchasers of the same at the public sales aforesaid, and of 
the amount paid by said purchasers for the same ; the owners, their 
heirs, executors, or administrators, or any person in their behalf, 
bhall have liberty to redeem the lands or other property sold, as 
aforesaid, within two years from the time of sale, upon payment to 
the clerk aforesaid, for the use of the purchaser, his heirs, or assigns, 
of the amount paid by such purchaser for the said land, or other 
real property, with interest for the same at the rate of twenty per 
centum per annum, and of a commission of five per centum on such 
payment for the use of the clerk aforesaid. The clerks shall, on 
application, pay to the pnrchasers the money thus paid for their use; 
and the collectorB, respectively, shall give deeds for the lands or 
property aforesaid to the purchasers entitled to the same, in all cases 
where the same shall not have been redeemed within two years, as 
aforesaid, by the original owners thereof, or their legal representa- 
tives, or any person in their behalf, and deposit such deeds with such 
clerk. And the said clerk shall be entitled to receive from the pur- 
chaser, for his own use, the sum of one dollar, in addition to the sum 
hereinbefore made payable to the collector, for every such deed, to 
he paid on the delivery thereof to such purchasers. And in all 
cases where lands may be sold under this act for the payment of 
taxes, belonging to infants, persons of insane mind, married women, 
or persons beyond sea, such persons shall have the term of two years 
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after their respective dleabiHties ahftU have been removed, or tbeir 
return to the United States, to redeem lands thus aold, on tlieir pay- 
ing into the clerk' s ofBce aforesaid the amount paid by the purchaBer, 
with fifty per centum addition thereto, together with ten per centum 
interest per annum, on the aggregate sura, and on their payment to 
the purchaser of the land aforesaid a compensation for all improve- 
menta he may have made on the premises, subsequent to his pur- 
chase, the value of which improvements to be ascertained by three 
or more neighboring freeholders, to be appointed by the clerk afore- 
said, who, on actual view of the premises, shall assess the value of 
such improvements, on their oaths, and make a return of such valu- 
ation to the clerk immediately. And the clerk of the court shall 
receive such compensation for his services herein, to bo paid by and 
received from the parties, like costs of suit, as the judge of the dis- 
trict court shall, in that respect, tax and allow. 

Sec. 40. And be it further enac/ed, That the several collectors shall, 
at the expiration of every month, after they shall, respectively, com- 
mence their collections in the next and every ensuing year, transmit 
to the Secretary of the Treasury a statement of the collections made 
by them, respectively, within the month, and pay over quarterly, or 
sooner, if required by the Secretary of the Treasury, the moneys by 
them respectively collected within the said term ; and each of the 
said collectors shall complete the collection of all sums annually 
assigned to him for collection, as aforesaid, shall pay over the same 
into the treasury, and shall render his final account to the Treasury 
Department, within six months from and after the day when he shall 
have received the collection lists from the said board of assessors or 
the said requisition of the Secretary of the Treasury, as aforesaid : 
Provided, however, That the period of one year and three months from 
the said annual day shall be annually allowed to the collector designa- 
ted in each State, as aforesaid, by the Secretary of the Treasury, with 
respect to the taxes contained in the list transmitted to him by the 
other collectors, as aforesaid. 

Sec. 41. And he it further enacted, That each collector shall be 
charged with the whole amount of taxes by him receipted, whether 
contJiined in the lists delivered to him by the principal assessors, re- 
spectively, or transmitted to him by other collectors ; and shall be 
allowed credit for the amount of taxes contained in the lists trans- 
mitted in the manner above provided to other collectors, and by them 
receipted as aforesaid ; and also for the taxes of such persons as may 
have absconded, or become insolvent, subsequent to the date of the 
assessment, and prior to the day when the tax ought, according to the 
provisions of this act, to have been collected : Provided, That it shall 
be proved to the satisfaction of the First Comptroller of the Treasury 
that due diligence was used by the collector, and that no property 
was left from which the tax could have beeu recovered ; and each 
collector, designated in each State, as aforesaid, by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, shall receive credit for the taxes due for all tracts of 
land which, after being ofifered by him for saJe in manner aforesaid. 
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shall or may have been purchased by him in behalf of the United 
States. 

Sec. 42. And be it further enacted, That if any collector shall fail 
either to collect or to render his account, or to pay over in the man- 
ner or within the times hereinbefore provided, it shall be the duty of 
the First Comptroller of the Treasnry, and he is hereby authorized 
and required, immediately after such delinquency, to report the aame 
to the Solicitor of the Treasury, who shall issue a warrant of distress 
against snch delinquent collector and his sureties, directed to the 
marshal of the district, therein expressing the amount of the taxes 
with which the said collector is chargeable, and the sums, if any, 
which have been paid. And the said marshal shall, himself, or by his 
deputy, immediately proceed to levy and collect the sum which may 
remain due, by distress and sale of the goods and chattels, or any per- 
sonal effects of the delinquent collector ; and for wantof goods, chat- 
tels, or effects aforesaid, sufficient to satisfy the said warrant, the 
same may be levied on the person of the collector, who may be com- 
mitted to prison, there to remain until discharged in due course of 
law ; and furthermore, notwithstanding the commitment of the col- 
lector to prison, as aforesaid, or if he abscond, and goods, chattels, 
and effects, cannot be found sufficient to satisfy the said warrant, the 
said marshal or his deputy shall and may proceed to levy and collect 
the sum which remains due, by distress and sale of the goods and 
chattels, or any personal effects, of the surety or sureties of the delin- 
quent collector- And the amount of the sums due from any collector, 
as aforesaid, shall, and the same are hereby declared to be a lien upon 
the lands and real estate of such collector and his sureties until the 
same shall be discharged according to law. And for want of goods 
and chattels, or other personal effects of such collector or his sureties, 
sufficient to satisfy any warrant of distress, issued pursuant to the 
preceding section of this act, the lands and real estate of such col- 
lector and hin sureties, or so much tliereof as may be necessary for 
satisfying the said warrant, after being advertised for at least three 
weeks in not less than three public places in the collection district, 
and in one newspaper printed in the county or district, if any there 
be, prior to the proposed time of sale, may and shall be sold by the 
marshal or his deputy ; and for all lands and real estate sold in 
pursuance of the anthority aforesaid, the conveyances of the marshals 
or their deputies, executed in due form of law, shall give a valid title 
against all persons claiming under delinquent collectors or their sure- 
ties aforesaid. And all moneys that may remain of the proceeds of 
euch sale, after satisfying the said warrant of distress, and paying the 
reasonable costs and charges of sale, shall be returned to the propri- 
etor of the lands or real estate sold as aforesaid. 

Sec. 43. And be it furthei- enacted, That each and every collector, or 
his deputy, who shall exercise or be guilty of anj' extortion or op- 
pression under color of this act, or shall demand other or greater 
sums than shall bo authorized by this act, shall be liable to pay a sum 
not exceeding two thousand dollars, to be recovered by and for the 
use of the party injured, with costs of suit, in any court having com- 
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peteut jnriediction ; and each and every collector, or his deputies, 
shull give receipts for all sums by them collected and retained in par- 
suance of this act. 

Sec. 44. And be it further enacted, That separata accounts shall he 
kept at the treasury of all moneys receivbd from the direct tax, and 
from the internal duties, or income tax, in each of the respective 
States, Territories, and District of Columbia, and collection districta ; 
and that separate accounts shall be kept of the amount of each species 
of duty thut ahiLll accrue, with the moneys paid to the collectors, as- 
eeesors, and assistant aeseseors, and to the other officers employed in 
each of the respective States, Territories, and collection districts, 
which accounts it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Treaenry, 
annually, in the month of December, to lay before Congress. 

Sec. 45. And be it further enacted, That the assessors, respectively, 
shall, yearly and in every year, after the expiration of one year from 
the second Tuesday of February next, inquire and ascertain, in the 
manner by the fourteenth section of this act provided, what transfers 
and changes of property in lands, lots of ground, buildings and dwell- 
ing-houses, have been made and effected in their respective districts 
subsequent to the next preceding valuation, assessment, and appor- 
tionment of the direct tax by this act laid ; and within twenty days 
thereafter they shall make out three lists of such transfers and changes, 
and transmit one list to the Secretary of the Treasury, another list to 
the commissioner of taxes, and the third shall bo delivered to the col- 
lector of the collection district. And it shall yearly, and every year, 
after the said year one thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, be the 
duty of the Secretary of the Treasury to notify the collectors of the 
several collection districts the day on which it shall be the duty of the 
said collectors to commence laying and collecting the annual direct tax 
by this act laid and imposed, according to the assessment of the tax lists 
to them delivered by the said assessors, as aforesaid, subject only to 
such alterations therein as shall be just and proper, in the opinion of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, to conform to the transfers and changes 
aforesaid, ascertained by the assessors as aforesaid ; and the said col- 
lectors shall, annually, in all respects, proceed in and conclude the 
collection of the said direct tax in the same manner and within the 
time hereinbefore provided and prescribed. 

Sec. 46. And be it further enacted, That in case any State, Terri- 
tory, or the District of Columbia, after notice given of its intention 
to assume and pay, or to levy, collect, and pay, said direct tax hereia 
provided for and apportioned to said State, Territory, or District, 
shall, in any year after the taking effect of this act, fail to pay the 
amount of said direct tax or any part thereof, as provided in this act, 
in such cases it shall be lawful for the Secretary of the Treasury of the 
United States toappointUnitedStates assessors, assistant assessors, and 
collectors, as in this act provided, whose duty it shall be to proceed 
forthwith, under such regulations as the said Secretary of the Treasury 
shall prescribe, to collect all or any part of SHid direct tax the same 
as though said State, Territory, or District, had not given notice, 
nor assumed to levy, collect, and pay said taxes, or any part 
thereof.

Sec, 47. And be it further enacted, That any person who shall be 
conTicted of wilfully taking a false oath or affirmation in any of the 
cases in which an oath or affirmation is required to be taken by this 
act, shall be liable to the paine and penalties to which persona are 
liable for wilful and corrupt perjury, and shall, moreover, forfeit the 
snm of five hundred dollars. 

Sec. 48. And be it further enad^d, That there shall be allowed to 
the collectors appointed under this act. in full compensation for their 
services and that of their deputies in carrying this act into effect, a 
commission of four per centum upon the first hundred thousand dol- 
lars, one per centam upon the second one hundred thousand dollars, 
and one-half of one per centum upon all sums above two hundred 
thotisaod dollars; such commissions to be computed upon the amounts 
by them respectively paid over and accounted for under the inetruc- 
tions of the Treasury Department: Provided, That in no case shall 
such commissions exceed the sum of four thousand dollars for a prin- 
cipal ofl^cer and two thousand dollars for an assistant. And there 
shall be further allowed to each collector their necessary and reason- 
able charges for stationery and blank books used in the performance 
of their official duties, which, after being daly examined and certified 
by the commissioner of taxes, shall be paid out of the treasury. 

Sec. 49. And be it further enacted, That from and after the first 
day of January next there shall ba levied, collected, and paid, upon 
the annual income of every person residing in the United States, 
whether such income is derived from any kind of pi-operty, or from 
any profession, trade, employment, or vocation carried on in the 
United States or elsewhere, or from any other source whatever, if 
such annual income exceeds the sum of eight hundred dollars, a tax 
of three per centum on the amount of such excess of such income 
above eight hundred dollars : Provided. That upon such portion of 
said income as shall be derived from interest upon treasury notes or 
other securities of the United States, there shall be levied, collected, 
and paid a tax of one and one-half per centum. Upon the income, 
rents, or dividends, accruing upon any property, securities, or stocks 
owned in the United States by any citizen of the United States re- 
siding abroad, there shall be levied, collected, and paid, a tax of five 
per centum, excepting that portion of said income derived from 
interest on treasury notes and other securities of the government of 
the United States, which shall pay one and one-half per centum. 
The tax herein provided shall be assessed upon the annual income of 
the persons herein named for the year next preceding the time for 
assessing said tax, to wit : the year next preceding the first of 
January, eighteen hundred and sixty-two ; and the said taxes, when 
so assessed and made public, shall become a lien on the property or 
other sources of said income for the amount of the same, with the 
interest and other expenses of collection until paid : Provided, That 
in estimating said income all natioDnl, State, or local taxes, assessed 
upon the property from which the income is derived, shall be first 
deducted. 

Sec. &0. And be it further enacted. That it shall be the duty of the 
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President of the United States, and he is hereby authorized, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, to appoint one principal 
assessor and one principal collector in each of the States and Terri- 
tories of the United States and in the District of Columbia, to assess 
and collect the internal duties or income tax imposed by this act, 
with anthority in each of said otEcers to appoint so many assistants 
as the public service may require, to bo approved by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. The said taxes to be assessed and collected under 
such regulrtiions as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, 
The said collectors, herein authorized to be appointed, shall give 
bonds, to the satisfaction of the Secretiiry of the Treasury, in such 
sums as he may prescribe, for the faithful performance of their re- 
spective duties. And the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe 
such reasonable compensation for the assessment and collection of 
said internal duties or income tax as may appear to him just and 
proper ; not, however, to exceed in any case the sum of two thou- 
sand five hundred dollars per annum for the principal oflScers herein 
referred to, and twelve hundred dollars per annum for an assistant. 
The assistant collectors herein provided shall give bonds to the satis- 
faction of the principal collector for the faithful performance of tbeir 
duties. The Secretary of the Treaeiury is further authorized to select 
and appoint one or more depositaries in each State for the deposit 
and safe-keeping of the moneys arising from the taxes herein imposed 
when collected, and the receipt of the proper officer of such deposi- 
tory to the collector for tho moneys deposited by him shall be the 
proper voucher for such collector in the settlement oF his account at 
the Treasury Department. And he is further authorized and em- 
powered to make such officer or depositary the disbursing agent of 
the treasury for the payment of all interest dne to the citizens of 
such State upon the treasury notes or other government securitiea 
issued by authority of law. And he shall also prescribe the forms r.f 
returns to be made to the department by all assessors and collectors 
appointed under the authority of this act. He shall also prescribe 
the form of oath or obligation to be taken by the several officers 
authorized or directed to be appointed aud commissioned by the 
President under this act before a competent magistrate duly author- 
ized to administer oaths, and the form of the return to be made 
thereon to the Treasury Department. 

Sec. 61. And be it farther enacted, That the tax herein imposed by 
the Ibrty ninth section of this act shall be doe and payable on or 
before the thirtieth day of June, in the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-two, and all sums due and unpaid at that day shall draw interest 
thereafter at the rate of six per centum per annum ; and if any per- 
son or persons shall neglect or refuse to pay, after due notice, said 
tax assessed against him, her, or them, for the space of more than 
thirty days after the same is due and payable, it shall be lawful for 
any collector or assistant collector charged with the duty of collect- 
ing such tax, and they are hereby authorized, to levy the same on 
the visible property of any such person, or so much thereof as may 
be sufficient to pay such tax, with the interest dne thereon, and the 
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expenses incident to such levy and aale, first giving thirty days' 
public notice of the time and place of the sale thereof; and in 
case of the failure of any person or persons authorized to act as 
agent or agents for the collection of the rents or other income 
of any person residing abroad shall neglect or refuse to pay the tax 
assessed thereon (having had due notice) for more than thirty days 
after the thirtieth of June, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, the col- 
lector or his assistant, for the district where such property is located, 
or rents or income Is payable, shall be, and hereby is, authorized to 
levy upon the property itself, and to sell the same, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary to pay the tax assessed, together with the interest 
and expenses incident to such levy and sale, first giving thirty days' 
public notice of the time and place of sale. And in all cases of the 
sale of property herein authorized, the conveyance by the officer 
authorized to make the sale, duly executed, shall give a valid title to 
the purchaser, whether the property sold be real or personal. And the 
several collectors and assistants appointed under the authority of this 
act may, if they find no property to satisfy the taxes assessed upon 
any person by authority of the forty-ninth section of this act, and 
which such person neglects to pay as hereinbefore provided, shall 
have power, and it shall be their datj', to examine under oath the 
person assessed under this act, or any other person, and may sell at 
public auction, after ten days' notice, any stocks, bonds, or choses in 
action, belonging to said person, or so much thereof as will pay such 
tax and the expenses of such sale; and in case he refuses to testify 
the said several collectors and assistants shall have power to arrest 
such person and commit him to prison, to be held in custody until 
the same shall be paid, with interest thereon, at the rate of six per 
centum per annum, from the time when the same was payable as 
aforesaid, and all fees and chaises of such commitment and custody. 
And the place of custody shall in all cases be the same provided by 
law for the custody of persons committed for any cause by the 
authority of the United States, and the warrant of the collector, 
stating the cause of commitment, shall be sufBcient authority to the 
proper oflScer for receiving and keeping such person in custody until 
the amount of said tax and interest, and all fees and the expense of 
such custody, shall have been fully paid and discharged; which fees 
and expenses shall be the same as are chargeable under the laws of 
the United States in other cases of commitment and custody. And it 
shall be the duty of such collector to pay the expenses of such cus- 
tody, and the same, with his fees, shall be allowed on settlement of 
his accounts. And the person so committed shall have the samo 
right to be discharged from such custody as may be allowed by the 
laws of the State or Territory, or the District of Columbia, where he 
is i^o held in custody, to persons committed under the laws of such 
State or Territory or District of Columbia for the non-payment of 
taxes, and in the manner provided by such laws; or he may be dis- 
charged at any time by order of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Sec. 52. And be it/urther enacted. That should any of the people of 
any of the States or Territories of the United States or the District 
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of Columbia be id actnal rebellion agaiiint the aBthority of the gov- 
ernment of the United States at the time this act goes into operation, 
80 that the laws of the United States cannot be executed thereiD, it 
shall be the duty of the President, and he is hereby authorized, to 

Eroceed to execute the provisions of this act within the limits of such 
tate or Territory or District of Columbia so soon as the authority of 
the United States therein is re-established, and to collect the sums 
which would have been due from the persons residing or holding 
property or stocks therein, with the interest due, at the rate of six 
per centum per annum thereon until paid in the manner and nnder 
the regulations prescribed in the foregoing sections of this act. 

Sec. 53. And be it further eiuicted. That any State or Territory, and 
the District of Columbia, may lawfully assume, assess, collect, and 
pay into the treasury of the United States, the direct tax, or its 
quota thereof, imposed by tins act upon the State, Territory, or the 
Dititrict of Columbia, in its own way and manner, by and through its 
own officers, assessors, and collectors ; that it shall be lawful to use 
for this purpose the last or any Eubsequent valuation, list, or ap- 
praisal made by State or territorial authority, for the purpose of 
State or territorial taxation therein, next preceding the date when 
this act ta^ee effect, to make any Uws or regulations for these pur- 
poses, to 6x or change the compensation to officers, assessors, and 
collectors ; and any such State, Territory, or District which shall 
give notice by the governor, or other proper officer thereof, to the 
Secretary of the Treasury of the United States, on or before the 
second Tuesday of February next, and in each succeeding year there- 
after, of its intention to assume and pay, or to assess, collect, and pay 
into the treasury of the United States the direct tax imposed by this 
act, shall be entitled, in lieu of the compensation, pay per diem and 
per centage, herein prescribed and allowed to assessors, assistant 
assessors, and collectors of the United States, to a deduction of fifteen 
per centum on the quota of direct tax apportioned to such State, 
Territory, or the District of Columbia, levied and collected by said 
State or Territory and the District of Columbia, through its said 
officers : Provided, hoicever, That the deduction shall only be made 
to apply to such part or parts of the same as shall have been actually 
paid into the treasury of the United States on or before the last day 
of June in the year to which such payment relates, and a deduction 
of ten per centum to such part or parts of the same as shall have 
been actually paid into the treasury of the United States on or before 
the last day of September in the year to which such payment relates, 
such year being regarded as commencing on the first day of April : 
And provided, further, That whenever notice of the intention to make 
such payment by the State or Territory, and the District of Colom- 
bia, shall have been given to the Secretary of the Treasury, in accord- 
ance with the foregoing provisions, no assessors, assistant assessors, 
or collectors, in any State, Territory, or District, so giving notice, ahall 
be appointed, unless said State, Territory, or District, shall be in defanlt: 
And provided, further, That the amount of direct tax apportioned to 
any State, Territory, or the District of Colombia, shall be liable to 
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be paid and satisfied, in wbole or in part, by the release of snck 

State, Territory, or District, duly executed, to the United States, of 
any liquidated and determined claim of such State, Territory, or 
District, of equal amount against the United States : Provided, That 
in case of such release, snch State, Territory, or District shall be 
allowed the same abatement of the amount of such tax as would be 
allowed in case of payment of the same in money. 

Sec, 54. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
oollectors aforesaid in their respective districts, and they are hereby 
authorized, to collect the duties imposed by this act, and to prosecute 
for the recovery of the same, and for the recovery of any sum or 
sums which may be forfeited by virtue of this act ; and all fines, 
penalties, and forfeitures which shall be incurred by force of this act, 
shall and may be sued for and recovered in the name of the United 
States or of the collector within whose district any such fine, penalty, 
or forfeiture shall have been incurred, by bill, plaint, or information ; 
one moiety thereof to the use of the United States, and the other 
moiety thereof to the use of such collector. 

Sec. 55. Aiid be it further enacted. That the amount of all debts due 
to the United States by any collector, under this act, whether se- 
cured by bond or otherwise, shall, and are hereby declared to be a 
Hen upon the lands and real estate of such collector, and of his sure- 
ties, if he shall have given bond, from the time when suit shall be 
instituted for recovering the same ; and, for want of goods and chat- 
tels and other personal effects of such collector or his sureties to 
satisfy any judgment which eball or may be recovered against them, 
respectively, such lands and real estate maybe sold at public auction, 
after being advertised for at least three weeks in not less than three 
public papers within the collection district, and in one newspaper 
printed in the county, if any there be, at feast six weeks prior to the 
time of sale ; and for all lands or roal estate sold in pursuance of the 
authority aforesaid, the conveyances of the marshals or their depu- 
ties, executed in due form of law, shall give a valid title against all 
persona claiming under such collector or his sureties respectively. 

Sec. 56. And be it further enacted. That, for superintending the col- 
lection of the direct tax and internal duties or income tax laid by this 
act, an officer is hereby authorized in the Treasury Department, to be 
called " Commissioner of Taxes," who shall be charged, under the 
direction of the Secretary, with preparing all the forms necessary for 
the assessment and collection of the tax and duties aforesaid, with 
preparing, signing, and distributing all such licenses ob are required, 
and with the general superintendence of all the officers employed in 
assessing and collecting said tax and duties ; said commissioner shall 
be appointed by the President, upon the nomination of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and he shall receive an annual salary of three thou- 
sand dollars. The Secretary of the Treasury may assign the neces- 
sary clerks to the office of said commissioner, whose aggregate salaries 
shall not exceed six thousand dollars per annum, and the amount re- 

IS 
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quired to pay the salaries of said commiBsioneT and clerks ia hereby 
appropriated. 

Sec. 57. And be it further enacted, That in case of the sickness or 
temporary disability of a collector to discharge such of his duties as 
cannot, under existing laws, be discharged by a deputy, they may be 
devolved by him upon a deputy : Provided, information thereof be 
immediately communicated to the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
shall not be disapproved by him : And provided. That the responsi- 
bility of the collector or his sureties to the United States shall not be 
thereby affected or impaired. 

Sec. 58. And be it further enacted. That in case a collector shall die, 
resign, or be removed, the deputy of such collector longest in service 
at the time immediately preceding, who shall have been longest em- 
ployed by him, may and shall, until a successor shall be appointed, 
discharge all the duties of said collector, and for whose conduct, in 
case of the death of the collector, his estate shall be responsible to 
the United States.

Whereae the government of the United States of America was created 
by its written Constitution, and derived its first powers alone from 
the consent of the people, as contained in that instrument, and it 
has DO other powers, and force and arms can neither preserve nor 
rightfully be permitted to violate it under any authority whatso- 
ever; and whereas Washington and other great sages and patriots, 
who founded our general government, solemnly warning their 
countrymen, predicted its destruction from the establishment of a 
sectional political party; and they also entreated a spirit of com- 
promise whenever necessary to preserve the Union; and whereas 
a civil war now exists among the States which have been united, 
and which, having already prostrated the peace, prosperity, and 
happiness of the people, and destroyed many valuable citizens, 
now threatens their destruction in countless numbers, and by its 
inevitable tendency, if not necessity, the final overthrow of free 
constitutional government: Therefore — 

1. Be it resdv&i. That the success of the republican party,founded, 
as it is, on a sectional, social, and political question, is justly respon- 
sible for the origin of our present national misfortunes. 

2. That the uncompromising spirit hitherto manifested by the rep- 
resentatives of that party has prevented a peacefhl compromise and 
adjustment of our unhappy difficulties when the same was practicable. 

3. That if the present war continues, the only safety and refuge of 
constitutional government and civil liberty will be found in the con- 
stitutions and sovereignty of the several States, and afterwards, 
through them, the only hope of a future and more harmonious recon- 
struction of the Union. 

4. That it is impossible by arms to subjugate the people of the 
seceded States, united ae they are in such numbers, so fnlly prepared 
and resolved, and actuated by motives which represent the just pride 
and dignity of equals, of trained freemen, of American titizens; and 
also believing, as they do to a man, that State, home, wife, children, 
property, all and every security and benefit of government is at stake, 
and that the most cruel and merciless means, forced by the necessi- 
ties of an exhausting and desolating war, are to be employed against 
them. 

5. That in view of all these public calamities, and to avoid them, 
recognizing the necessities which control human affairs, as our fathers 
of the revolution did, it becomes the duty of Congress, before it 
closes its present session, to provide for the appointment of commis- 
sioners to procure an armistice between the contending armies, and 
restore peace at all events; and who shall be empowered to arrange 
a compromise to preserve the Union, if possible; but if not, then a 
peaceful separation of the respective States of the Union, as well 
such as now claim to have seceded, as others which may by the sov- 
eigu will of their citizens also hereafter ordain to secede; and that 
the said commissioners be solemnly enjoined so to conduct their nego- 
tiations as to obtain, if possible, in the future, a happy, harmoaioas, 
and perpetual recouetruction of our Union of States.

STANDING RULES AND ORDERS 



THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE UNITED STATES 
' During Ihe 1st session of the Slth Congress. 



TOUCHINO THE DUTr OP THE 8PBAKEB. 

1. He shall take the chair every day precisely at the hoar to which' 
the Hoaae shall have adjourned on the preceding day; shall imme- 
diately call the members to order; and, on the appearance of a quorum,, 
shall canse the joarnalof the preceding day to be read. — Apr-ill, 1789.. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to points of 
order in preference to other members, rising from his seat for that 
purpose; and shall decide questions of order, subject to an appeal to- 
the House by any two memberB — AprU 7, 1789; on which appeal n©- 
member ahall speak more than once, unless by leave of the House. — 
December 23, 1811. 

S. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. — April 
7, 1789. 

4. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to wit: "As many. 
as are of opinion that (as the question may be) Bay Ay; ' ' and after the 
affirmative voice is expressed, "As nianyaa are of the contrary opin- 
ion, say No." If the Speaker doubt, or a division be called for, the 
House shall divide; those in the aflSrmative of the question shall first 
rise from their seats, and afterwards those iu the negative. If the 
Speaker still doubt, or a count be required by at least one-fifth of a 
quorum of the members, the Speaker ahall name two members, one 
from each side, to tell the members in the afiirmative and negative; 
which being reported, he shall rise and state the decision to the 
House.— JforcA 16, 1860. 

5. The Speaker shall examine and correct the journal before it is 
read. He shall have a general direction of the Hall, and the unap- 
propriated rooms in that part of the Capitol assigned to the House 
shall be subject to his order and disposal until the farther order of 
the House. He shall have a right to name any member to perform 
the duties of the Chair, but such sobstitution shall not extend, beyond 
an adjournment. — December 23, 1811, and Jfity 26, 1824. 
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6. No person shall be permitted to perform divine service in the 
chamber occupied by the House of EepreseDtatives, nnless with the 
consent of the Speaker. — May 19, 1804. 

7. Id all cases of ballot by the House, the Speaker shall vote; in 
other cases he shall not be required to vote, nnless the Hoase be 
equally divided, or unless his vote, if given to the minority, will make 
the division equal; and in case of such equal division, the question 
shall be lost.— ^pn7 7, 1789. 

8. All acts. addresBes, and joint resolutions, shall be signed by the 
Speaker; and all writs, warrants, and subpoenas, issued by order of 
the House, shall be under bis hand and seal, attested by the Clerk. — 
November 13, 1794. 

9. In case of any disturbance or disorderly condact in the galleries 
or lobby, the Speaker (or chairman of the Committee of the Whole 
House) shall have power to order the same to be cleared. — March H, 
1794. 

OF THE CLEBK AND OTHEB OFFICEBS. 

10. There shall be elected at the commencement of each Congress, 
to continue in office uutil their successors are appointed, a Clerk, 
Serge ant- at- arms, Doorkeeper, and Postmaster, each of whom sh^ 
take an oath for the true and faithful discharge of the duties of his 
office, to the best of his knowledge and abilities, and to keep the 
secrets of the House; and the appointees of the Doorkeeper and Post- 
master shall be subject to the approval of the Speaker; and, in all 
cases of election by the House of its officers, the vote shall be taken 
viva voce. — March 16, 1860. 

11. In all cases where other than members of the House may be 
eligible to an office by the election of the House, there shall be a 
previous nomination. — April 7, 1789. 

12. In all other cases of ballot than for committees, a majority of 
the votes given shall be necessary to an election; and where there 
shall not be such a majority on the first b&Uot, the ballots shall be 
repeated until a majority be obtained. — April 7, 1789. And in {^1 
bailotings blanks shall be rejected, and not taken into the count in 
enumeration of votes, or reported by the tellers.— (September 15, 1837. 

13. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to make and cause to be printed, 
and delivered to each member, at the commencement of every session 
of Congress, a List' of the reports which it is the duty of any officer 
or department of the government to make to Congress; referring to 
the act or resolution, and page of the volume of the laws or journal 
in which it may be contained; and placing under the name of each 
officer the list of reports required of him to be made, and the time 
when the report may be expected. — March 13, 1822. 

14. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the House, at the end of 
each session, to send a printed copy of the journals thereof to the 
Executive, and to each branch of the legislature of every State. — 
Mvember 13, 1794. 

15. All questions of order shall be noted by the Clerk, with the 
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decision, and put together at the end of the journal of every seasion. — 
Decemter 23, 1811. 

16. The Clerk shall, within thirty days after the close of each session 
of Congress, cause to be completed the printing and primary distribu- 
tion, to members and delgateB, of the Journal of the House, together 
with an accurate index to the same. — June 18, 1832. 

17. There shall be retained in the library of the Clerk's office, for 
the «8e of the members there, and not to be withdrawn therefrom, 
two copies of all the books and printed documeuts deposited in the 
library.— Z>ec«n6er 22, 1826. 

18. The Clerk shall have preserved for each member of the House 
an extra copy, in good binding, of all the documents printed by order 
of either house at each future session of Congress. — Fehrnary 9, 1831. 

19. The Clerk shall make a weekly statement of the resolutions and 
bills {Senate bills inclusive) upon the Speaker's table, accompanied 
with a brief reference to the orders and proceedings of the House 
upon each, and the date of such orders and proceedings; which state- 
ment shall be printed for the use of the members. — April 21, 1836. 

20. The Clerk shall cause an index to be prepared to the acts passed 
at every session of Congress, and to be printed and bound with the 
&<AB.—July 4, 18:(2. 

21. All contracts, bargains, or agreements, relative to the furnishing 
any matter or thing, or for the performance of any labor for the House 
of Representatives, shall be made with the Clerk, or approved by him, 
before any allowance shall be made therefor by the Committee of 
Accounts. — January 30, 1846. 

22. It shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-arms to attend the House 
during its sittings; to aid in the enforcement of order, under the direction 
of the Speaker; to execute the commands of the House, from time to 
time, together with all such process, issued by authority thereof, as 
shall be directed to him by the Speaker. — Apnl 14. 1789. 

23. The symbol of hia office (the mace) shall be borne by the Ser- 
geant-at-arms when in the execution of his office. — April 14, 1789. 

24. The fees of the Sergeant-at-arms shall be, for every arrest, the 
sum of two dollars; for each day's custody and releasement, one dollar; 
and for travelling expenses for himself or a special messenger, going 
and returning, one-tenth of a dollar for each mile — April 14, 1789 — 
necessarily and actually travelled by such officer or other person in 
the execution of such precept or summons. — March 19, 1860. 

25. It shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-arms to keep the accounts 
for pay and milet^e of members, to prepare checks, and, if required 
to do 80, to draw the money on such checks, for the members, (the same 
being previously signed by the Speaker and indorsed by the member,) 
and pay over the same to the member entitled thereto, — April 4, 1838. 

26. The Sergeant-at-arms shall give bond, with surety, to the 
United States, in a sum not less than five nor more than ten thousand 
dollars, at the discretion of the Speaker, and with such surety as the 
Speaker may approve, faithfully to account for the money coming 
into his hands for the pay of members, — AprU 4, 1838. 
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27. The Doorkeeper shall execute strictly the 134th and 135th rnlea, 
relative to the privilege of the hall. — March 1, 1838. 

28. The Postmaster shall superiutend the post office kept in the 
Capitol for the accommodation of the members.

29. No member shall vote od any question in the event of which 
he is immediately and particularly interested, or in any case where 
he was not within the bar of the House when the qaestion was pat. —

before the House divides, or before the call of the yeas and nays is

32. The name of the member who presents a petition or memorial, 
or who offers a resolution to the consideration of the House, shall be 
inserted on the journals. — March 22. 1806. 

33. No member shall absent himself from the service of the Honse, 
unless he have leave, or be sick, or unable to attend. — Ajnil 13, 1789. 

OP CALI£ OP THE HOVBE. 

34. Any fifteen members (including the Speaker, if there be one) 
shall be authorized to compel the attendance of absent members. — 
AprU n, 1789. 

35. Upon calls of the House, or in taking the yean and na^'s on any 
question, the names of the members shall be called alphabetically. — 
AprU 7, 1789. 

36. Upon the call of the House, the names of the members shall be 
called over by the Clerk, and the absentees noted; after which the 
names of the absentees shall again be called over; the doors shall 
then be shut, and those for whom no excuse or insufficient excuses 
are made may, by order of those present, if Sfteeen in number, be 
taken into custody as they appear, or may be sent for and taken into 
custody wherever to be found, by special messengers to be appointed 
for thatpurpose. — Novetnbe.' 13, 1789, and December 14, 1795. 

37. When a member shall be discharged from custody, and admitted 
to his seat, the House shall determine whether such discharge shall

40. After a motion is stated by the Speaker, or read by the Clerk, 
it shall he deemed to he in the possweion of the Hoose; bnt may be 
withdrawn at any time before a decision or amendment. — April 7, 
1789. 

41. When any motion or proposition is made, the qnestion, "Will 
the House now consider it 7" shall not be pat anlese it is demanded 
bv some member, or is deemed necessary by the Speaker. — December 
12, 1817. 

42. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received 
bat to adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previons question, to post- 
pone to a day certain, to commit or amend, to postpone indefinitely; 
which several motions shall have precedence in the order in which 
they are arranged — March 13, 1822— and no motion to postpone to a 
day certain, to commit, or to postpone indefinitely, being decided, 
Hhall be again allowed on the same day, and at the same sti^e of the 
bill or proposition. 

43. When a resolution shall be offered, or a motion made, to refer 
any subject, and different committees shall be proposed, the question 
shall be taken in the following order: 

The Committee of the Whole Honse on the state of the Union ; the 
Committee of the Whole House; a Standing Committee; a Select 
Committee.— J/arc^ 13, 1822. 

44. A motion to adjoarn, and a motion to fix the day to which the 
House shall adjoarn. shall be always in order — AprH 7, 1781f, and 
January 14, 1840; these motions, and the motion to lie on the table, 
shall be decided without debate. — November 13, 1794; March 13, 1822. 

45. The hour at which every motion to adjoarn is made shall be 
entered on the journal. — October 9, 1837. 

46. Any member may call for the division of a question, b^ore or 
after (he main question is ordered, which shall be divided if it compre- 
hend propositions in substance so distinct that, one being taken away, 
a substantive proposition ghall remain for the decision of the House. — 
September 15, 1837. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible — December 23, 1811; hut a motion to strike ont 
being lost, shall preclude neither amendment nor a motion to strike 
out and insert. — March 13, 1822. 

47. UotioDS and reports may be committed at the pleaenre of the 
House.— -4pnl 7, 1789. 

48. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. — 
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March 13, 1822. Ko bill or resolntion shali, at any time, be amended 
by aoDexing thereto, or incorporating therewith, any other bill or 
reeolntion pending before the Hoase. — September 15, 1831. 

49. When a motion has been once made, and carried in the affirm- 
ative or negative, it ehall be in order for any member of the majority 
to move for the reconsideration thereof — JoMvary 1, 1802 — oo the 
same or sacceeding day — December 23, 1811; and auch motion shall 
take precedence of all other qaestione, except a motion to adjourn — 
May 6, 1828 — and shall not be withdrawn after the said succeeding 
day without the consent of the House ; and thereafter any member 
may call it up for consideration.— ^JfarcA 2, 1848. 

50. In filling np blanks, the largest sum and longest time shall be 
first pnt.--Jj^ 7, 1789. 

OBOEB OF BUSIHGBS OF THE hAJ. 

51. As soon as the journal is read, and the unfinished bueinees in 
which the House was engaged at the last preceding adjoarnment haa 
been disposed of, reports from committees shall be called for and dis- 
posed of ; in doing which the Speaker shall call upon each standing 
committee in regular order, and then upon select committees; and if 
the Speaker shall not get through the call upon the committees before 
the House passes to other business, he shall resume the next call where 
he left off — September 15, 1837— giving preference to the report last 
under consideration : Provided, That whenever any committee shall 
have occupied the morning hour on two days, it shall not be in order 
for such committee to report farther until the other committees shall 
have been called in their turn.

mence where such call was suspended; Provtded, That no bill reported 
under the call on alternate Mondays, and committed, shall be again 
brought before the House by a motion to reconsider.

52. Reports from committees having been presented and disposed 
of, the Speaker shall call for resolutions from the members of each 
State and delegate from each Territory, beginning with Maine and 
the Territory last organized alternately ; and they shall not be debated 
on the very day of their being presented, nor on any day assigned by 
the House for the receipt of resolutions, unless where the House shall 
direct otherwise, but shall lie on the table, to be taken np in the order

mittees; and when adopted, the Clerk shall cause the same to be 
deliTered.—Vanwiry 22, 1822.

But if the 
bill be ordered to be engrossed, the House shall appoint the day 
when it shall be read the third time. — November 13, 1794. 

119. General appropriation bills shall be in order in preference to 
any other bills of a public nature, unless otherwise ordered by a 
majority of the House. — September 14, 1837. 

And the House may, at any time, by a vote of a majority of the 
members present, make any of the general appropriation bills a 
special order. — March 16, 1860. 

120. No approprintion shall be reported in such general appropria- 
tion bills, or be in order as an amendment thereto, for any expendi- 
ture not previously anthorized by law — September 14, 1837 — unless in 
continuation of appropriations for such public works and objects as 
are already in progress, and for the contingencies for carrying on the 
several departments of the government. — March 13, 1838. 

121. Upon the engrossment of any bill making appropriations of 
money for works of internal improvement of any kind or deseription, 
it shall be in the power of any member to call for a division of the 
question, so as to take a separate vote of the House upon each item 
of improvement or appropriation contained in said bill, or upon such 
items separately, and others collectively, as the members msdcing the 
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call may specify; and if one-fifth of the memberB present Becona said 
call, it shall be the duty of the Speaker to make such divisions of the 
question, and put them to vote accordingly. — February 26, 1846. 

122. The bills from the Court of Claims shall, on being laid before 
the House, be read a firstand second time, committed to a Committee 
of the Whole House, and, together with the accompanying reports, 
printed.— 3/orcA 16, 1860. 

123. A motion to strike ont the enacting words of a bill shall have 
precedence of a motion to amend ; and, if carried, shall be considered 
equivalent to its rejection. — March 13, 1822. Whenever a bill is 
reported from a Committee of the Whole with a recommendation to 
strike out the enacting words, and such recommendation is disagreed 
to by the House, the bill shall stand recommitted to the said com- 
mittee without further action by the House. — March 16, 1860. 

124. After commitment and report thereof to the House, or at any 
time before its passage, a bill may be recommitted — April 1, 1789; 
and should such recommitment take place after its engrossment, and 
au amendment be reported and agreed to by the House, the question. 
shall be again put on the engrossment of the bill. — March 16, I860.. 

125. AU bills ordered to be engrossed shall be executed in a fair 
round hand. — April 7, 1789. 

126. No amendment by way of rider shall be received to any bill 
on its third reading. — April 8, 1814. 

127. When a bill shall pass, it shall be certified by the Clerk, noting. 
the day of its passage at the foot thereof — AprH 7, 1789. 

LOCAL OR PEIVATE BUSINESS. 

128. Friday and Saturday in every week shall be set apart for the 
consideration of private bills and private business, in preference to 
any other, unless otherwise determined by a majority of the House. — 
Jannary 22, 1810, and January 26, 1826. 

129. On the first and fourth Friday and Saturday of each month the 
calender of private bills shall be called over, (the chairman of the 
Committee of the Whole House commencing the call where he left off 
the previous day,) and the bills to the passage of which no objection 
shall then be made shall be first considered and disposed of. — Janu- 
ary 25, 1839. But when a bill is again reached, after having been 
once objected to, the committee shall consider and dispose of the 
same, unless it shall again be objected to by at least five members. — 
JfarcA 16, 1860. 

OF BILia OK LEAVE AND BBSOLDTIONS. 

130. AJl the Stateei and Territories shall be called for bills on leave 
and resolutions on each alternate Monday during each session of Con- 
gress; and, if necessary to secure the object on said days, all resolu- 
tions which shall give rise to debate shall lie over for discussion, under 
the rules of the House already established; and the whole of said days 
shall be appropriated to bilk on leave and resolutions, until all the 
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States and Territories are called through. — February 6, 1838. And 
the Speaker shall fiist call the States aud Territories for bills on leave; 
and all bills so introduced during the first hoar after the jonmal is 
read shall be referred, without debate, to their appropriate commit- 
tees : Provided, kotuever, That a bill so introduced and referred shall 
not be brought back into the House upon a motion to reconsider. — 
March 16, 1860. 

OP PETITIONS AND MEMORIALS, 

131. Members having petitions and memorials to present may hand 
them to the Clerk, indorsing the same with their names, and the 
reference or disposition to be made thereof ; and such petitions and 
memorials shall be entered on the journal, subject to the control and 
direction of the Speaker ; and if any petition or memorial be so 
handed in which, in the judgment of the Speaker, is excluded by the 
rules, the same shall be returned to the member from whom it was 
received.— -/tfaiWt 29, 1842. 

OF THE FBBVIOnS QUESTION. 

132. The previous question shall be in this form: "Shall the mun 
question be now put?" — AprilT, 1789. It shall only be admitted 
when demanded by a majority of the members present— ■J'e&rwary 24, 
1812; and its effects shall be to put an end to all debate, and to bring 
the House to a direct vote upon a motion to commit, if such motion 
shall have been made; and if this motion does not prevail, then npon 
amendments reported by the committee, if any; then — August 5, 
1848 — upon pending amendments, and then upon the main question. — 
January 14, 1840. But its only effect, if a motion to postpone is 
pending, shall be to bring the House to a vote upon such motion. 
Whenever the House shall refuse to order the main question, the con- 
sideration of the ^subject shall be resumed as though no motion for 
the previous question had been made. The House may also, at any 
time, on motion seconded by a majority of the members present, 
close all debate upon a pending amendment, or an amendment thereto, 
and cause the question to be put thereon ; and this shall not preclude 
any further amendment or debate upon the bill. A callof the House 
shall not be in order after the previous question is seconded, unless 
it shall appear, upon an actual count by the Speaker, that no quomm 
is present. — March 16, 1860. 

133. On a previous question there shall be no debate. — December 
VI, 1805. All incidental questions of order arising after a motion is 
made for the previous question, and pending such motion, shall be 
decided, whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate. — September 
15, 1837. 

OF ADiaSBION ON THE FLOOB. 

134. Ho person except members of the Senate, their secretary, 
heads of departments, the President's private secretary, foreign min- 
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isters, the governor for the time being of any State, senators and 
representatives elect, and judges of the Supreme Court of the United 
States and of the Court of Claims, shall be admitted within the hall 
of the House of Representatives. — March 19, 1860. 

OF B&P0BTEB8. 

135. Stenographers and reporters, other than the official reporters 
of the House, wishing to take down the debates, may be admitted by 
the Speaker to the reporters' gallery over the Speaker's chair, but 
not on the floor of the House; but no person shall be allowed the 
privilege of said gallery under the character of stenographer or re- 
porter without a written permission of the Speaker, specifying the 
part of said gallery assigned to him; nor shall said stenographer or 
reporter be admitted to said gallery unless he shall state in writing 
for what paper or papers he is employed to report ; nor shall he be 
so admitted, or, if admitted, be suffered to retain his seat, if he shall 
be or become an agent to prosecute any claim pending before Con- 
gress ; and the Speaker shall give his written permission with tL'is 
condition. — December 23, 1857. 

CNFINI8HED BUSINESS OF THE SESSION, 

136. After six days from the commencement of a second or subse- 
quent session of any Congress, all bills, resolutions, and reports 
which originated in the House, and at the close of the next preceding 
session remained undetermined, shall be resumed and acted on in the 
same manner as if an adjournment bad not taken place. — March 17, 
1848. And all business before committees of the House at the end 
of one Bession shall be resumed at the commencement of the next 
session of the same Congress as if no adjourTiment bad taken place. — 
March 16, 1860. 

UISCELLAKEOUS. 

137. Whenever confidential communications are received from the 
President of the United States, the House shall be cleared of all per- 
sona, except the members, Clerk, Sergeant-at-arms, and Doorkeeper, 
and so continue during the reading of such communications, and {un- 
less otherwise directed by the House) during all debates and proceed- 
ings to be had thereon. And when the Speaker, or any other member, 
shall inform the House that he has communications to make which be 
conceives ought to be kept secret, the House shall, in like manner, 
be cleared till the communication be made ; the House shall then 
determine whether the matter communicated requires secrecy or not, 
and take order accordingly. — February 17, 1792, and December 30, 
1793. 

138. The rale for paying witnesses summoned to appear before 
this House, or either of its committees, shall be as follows: For each 
day a witness shall attend, the sum of two dollars; for each mile he 
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Hhall travel in coming to or going from the place of examination, tbe 
Bum of ten cents each way : but nothing shall be paid for travelling 
home when the witness has been summoned at the place of triaL — 
Junt 5, 1832. 

139. Maps accompanying documents shall not be printed, ander 
the general order toprint,without the special direction of the House. — 
March 2, 1%S1 ; Septemfjer U, 1837. 

140. No extra compensation shall be allowed to aoy officer or mes- 
nenger, page, laborer, or other person in the service of the House, 
or engaged in or about the public grounds or buildings; and no person 
shall be an officer of the House, or continue in its employment, who 
shall be an agent for the prosecution of any claim against the gov- 
ernment, or be interested in such claim otherwise than an original 
claimant; and it shall be the duty ot the Committee of Accounts to 
inquire into and report to the House any violation of this rule. — 
March 8, 1842. 

141. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same is 
objected to by any member, it shall be determined by a vote of the 
House. — November 13, 1794. 

142. When a question is postponed indefinitely, the same shall not 
be acted open again during tbe session. — December 17, 1805. 

143. Every order, resolution or vote, to which the concurrence of 
the Senate shall be necessary, shall be read to the House, and laid 
on the table, on a day preceding that in which the same shall be 
moved, unless the House shall otherwise expressly allow. — AprU 7, 
1789. 

144. The rules of parliamentary practice comprised in Jefferson's 
Mannal shall govern the House in all cases to which they are appli- 
cable, and in which they are not inconsistent with the standing rules 
and orders of the House, and joint rules of the Senate and House of 
Representatives. — September 15, 1837. 

145. No standing rule or order of the House shall be rescinded or 
changed without one day's notice being given of the motion therefor — 
November 13, 1794 ; nor shall any rule he suspended, except by a 
vote of at least two-thirds of the members present — March 13, 1822; 
nor shall the order of business, as established by the rules, be post- 
poned or changed, except by a vote of at least two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present; nor shall the Speaker entertain a motion to suspend the 
rules, except during the last ten days of tbe session, and on Monday 
of every week at the expiration of one hour after the journal is read. — 
Ajyril 2G, 1828. 

146. All elections of officers of the House, including the Speaker, 
nhall be conducted in accordance with these rules, so far as the same 
are applicable; and, pending the election of a Speaker, the Clerk 
shall preserve order and decornm, and shall decide all questions of 
order that may arise, subject to appeal to the House. — March 19, 
1860. 

147. These rules shall be the rules of the House of Representa- 
tives of the present and succeeding Congresses, unless otherwise 
ordered.— JIfarcA 19, 1860. 
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EXTRACTS FROM 'IHE LAWS HAVING REFERENCE TO THE BUSINESS OF THE 
TWO HOUSES OF CONGRESS. 



Sec. 12. And he it further enacted, Tliat a committee, consisting of 
three members of the Senate and three members of the House of 
Representatives, shall be appointed by the President of the Senate 
and Speaker of the House, to be called the Joint Committee on the 
Public Printing, which Committee shall have a right to decide be- 
tween the Saperintendent of the Public Printing and the Public 
Printer in any dispute which may arise as to the propriety of the 
decisions of the Superintendent making deductions on account of 
work which the Superintendent may refuse to receive, or which in 
his opinion may not be done with proper despatch, as required by 
law; and the eaid committee shall pass upon the accounts of the Su- 
perintendent of the Public Printing, Said committee shall have 
power to adopt such measures as may be deemed necessary to remedy 
any neglect or delay in the execution of the public printing: Pro- 
vided, That no contract, agreement, or arrangement entered into by 
this committee shall take effect until the same shall have been ap- 
proved by that house of Congress to which the printing belongs; and 
when the printing delayed relates to the business of both houses, 
until both bouses shall have approved of such contract or arrange- 
ment. All motions to print extra copies of any bill, report, or other 
documents, shall be referred to the members of the Committee on 
Printing from the house in which the same may be made. 

Approved August 26, 1852. 



Sec. 7. And be it further enacted. That said court shall keep a record 
of their proceedings, and shall, at the commencement of each session 
of Congress, and at the commencement of each month during the 
session of Congress, report to Congress the cases upon which they 
shall have finally acted, stating in each the material facts which they 
find established by the evidence, with their opinion in the case, and 
the reasons upon which such opinion is founded. Any judge who 
may dissent from the opinion of the majority shall append his reasons 
for such dissent to the report; and such report, together with the 
briefs of the solicitor and of the claimant, which shall accompany the 
report, upon being made to either house of Congress, shall be printed 
in the same manner as other public documents. And said court shall 
prepare a bill or bills in those cases which shall have received the 
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favorable decision thereof, in each form aa, if enacted, will carry the 
same into effect.

Sec. 8. And be it furtJier enacted, That said reports and the bills 
reported as aforesaid shall, if not finally acted upon during the ses- 
sion of Congress to which tho said reports are made, be continued 
from session to session, and from Congress to Congress, until the 
same shall be finally acted upon; and the consideration of said reports 
and bills shall, at the subsequent session of Congress be resumed, 
and the said reports and bills be proceeded with in the same manner 
as though finally acted upon at the session when presented. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted. That the claims reported upon 
adversely shall be placed upon the calendar when reported, and if the 
decision of said court shall be confirmed by Congress, said decision 
shall be conclusive; and the said court shall not at any subsequent 
period consider said claims, unless snch reasons shall be presented to 
said court as, by the rules of common law or chancery in anita be- 
tween individaals, would furnish sufficient ground for granting a new 
trial.

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JOINT RULES AID ORDERS 

THE TWO HOUSES. 



1. In every case of an amendment of a bill agreed to in one house 
and diseented to in the other, if either house shall request a confer- 
ence, and appoint a commitiee for that purpose, and the other house 
shall also appoint a committee to confer, such committees shall, at a 
convenient hour, to be agreed upon by their chairman, meet in the 
conference chamber, and state to each other, verbally or in writing, 
as either shall choose, the reasons of their respective houses for and 
against the amendment, and confer freely thereon. — Novetriher 13, 
1794. 

2. When a messi^e shall be sent from the Senate to the House of 
Representatives, it shall be announced at the door of the House by 
the Doorkeeper, and shall be respectfully communicated to the Chair 
by the person by whom it may be sent. — November 13, 1794. 

3. The same ceremony shall be observed when a messenger shall 
be sent from the House of Representatives to the Senate. — November 
13, 1794. 

4. Messages shall be sent by such persons as a sense of propriety 
iu each house may determine to be proper. — November 13, 1794. 

5. While bills are on their passage between the two bouses, they 
shall be on paper, and under the signature of the Secretary or Clerk 
of each house, respec^'vely. — November 13, 1794. 

6. After a bill shall have passed both houses, it shall be duly en- 
rolled on parchment by the Clerk of the House of Representatives 
or the Secretary of the Senate, as the bill may have originated in the 
one or the other house, before it shall be presented to the President 
of the United St&tee.— November 13, 1794. 

7. When bills are enrolled, they shall be examined by a joint com- 
mittee of two from the Senate and two from the House of Represen- 
tatives, appointed as a standing committee for that purpose, who 
shall carefully compare the enrollment with the engrossed bills as 
passed in the two houses, and correcting any errors that may be dia- 
ctvered in the enrolled bills, make their report forthwith to their 
respective houses.- — November 13, 1794, and F^yrvary 1, 1827. 

8. After examination and report, each bill shall be signed in the 
respective houses, first by the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, then by the President of the Senate. — November 13, 1794. 

9. After a bill shall have been thus signed in each honse, it shall 
be presented, by the said committee, to the President of the United 
States, for his approbation, (it being first indorsed on the back of the 
roll, certifying in which house the same originated; which indorse- 
ment shall be signed by the Secretary or Clerk, as the case may be, 
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uf tlie boase in which the same did originate,) and shall be entered 
on the journal of each houee. The said committee shall report the 
day of presentation to the Presideut; which time shall also be care- 
folly entered on the journal of each house. — November 13, 1794. 

10. All orders, resolutione, and votes which are to be presented to 
the President of the United States for his approbation shall also, in 
the same manner, be previously enrolled, examined, and signed ; and 
shall be presented in the same manner, and by the same committee, 
as provided in the cases of bills. — November 13, 1794. 

11. When the Senate and House of Representatives shall jndge it 
proper to make a joint address to the President, it shall be presented 
to him in his audience chamber by the President of the Senate, in 
the presence of the Speaker and both hoMBes.— November 13, 1794. 

12. When a bill or resolution which shall have passed in one bouse 
is rejected in the other, notice thereof shall be given to the house in 
which the same shall have passed. — June 10, 1790. 

13. When a bill or resolution which has been passed in one house 
shall be rejected in the other, it shall not be brought in during the 
same aossion, without a notice of ten days and leave of two-thirds of 
that house inwhich it shall be renewed. — Jwne 10, 1790. 

14. Each house shall transmit to the other all papers on which any 
bill or resolution shall be founded. — June 10, 1790. 

15. After each house shall have adhered to their disagreement, a 
bill or resolution shall be lost. — June 10, 1790. 

16. No bill that shall have passed one house shall be sent for con- 
currence to the other on either of the three last days of the session. — 
Jaiuiary 30, 1822. 

17. No bill or resolution that shall have passed the House of Rep- 
resentatives and the Senate shall be presented to the President of 
the United States for his approbation on the last day of the session. — 
January 30, 1822. 

18. When bills which have passed one house are ordered to be 
printed in the other, a greater number of copies shall not be printed 
than may be necessary for the use of the house making the order. — 
February 9, 1829. 

19. No spirituous liquors shall be offered for sale or exhibited 
within the Capitol, or on the public grounds adjacent thereto. — iSep- 
tember 18, 1837. 

20. There shall be a joint committee on the library, to consist of 
three members on the part of the Senate and three on the part of 
the House of Representatives, to superintend and direct the expendi- 
ture of all moneys appropriated for the library, and to perform such 
other duties as are or may be directed by la,v^. —December 7, 1843. 

21. After six days from the commencement of a second or subse- 
quent session of Congress, all bills, resolutions, or reports which 
originated in either house, and at the close of the next preceding 
session remained undetermined in either house, shall be resumed and 
acted on in the same manner as if an adjournment had not taken 
place. — August 14, 1848.
